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GENERAL MEETING, 13th OCTOBER, 1884. 



The Sixth General Meeting of the above Society was held at 
the William Salt Library, Stafiford, on the 13th October, 1884, 
Lord Wrottesley, the Lord Lieutenant of the County, in the Chair. 
There were also present : The Very Eev. the Dean of Lichfield, 
Major-General the Hon. G. Wrottesley, the Rev. Emald Lane, 
the Rev. F. P. Parker, Mr. Francis Whitgreave, Captain Congreve, 
the Eev. J. C. Cox, the Rev. W. Jackson, Mr. J. B. Brindley, 
Recorder of Hanley, Mr. Joseph Edge, Mr. W. H. Duignan, Mr. 
Joseph Nayler, and Mr. J. Jobems, and others. 

The following Report of the Editorial Committee was read to 
the Meeting by the Honorary Secretary, and was ordered to be 
printed, together with the Balance Sheet of the Society for 1883, 
in the Appendix to the next Volume. 

The Editorial Committee have to report that the fourth Volume of 
Collections for a History of Staffordshire has been printed 
and issued to the Subscribers. Owing to unavoidablo 
causes the issue was later than usual, but as the printing 
of Volume V. was commenced before the completion of 
Volume IV., the delay will not alEect the dates of issue of 
future volumes. 

The last Repoi*t of the Committee detailed the steps which had 
been taken up to that date for the purpose of obtaining 
an abstract of the contents of the Burton Chartulary. After 
a long and troablesome search amongst the muniments at 
Beaudesert, for which the thanks of the Society are due to 
Mr. Darling, the Agent of the Marquis of Anglesey, the 
Chai*tulary was eventnally found; and Lord Anglesey 
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IV 

having with great kindness and consideration permitted it 
to remain for a space of three months in the hands of the 
Honorary Secretary, a vety full abstract of its contents has 
been made, which omits nothing of any importance for 
general or local history. This will appear in the forth- 
coming volume. The remainder of Part I. of the same 
volume will contain the Staffordshire Hundred Bolls of the 
reigns of Henry III. and Edward I., and the Pleas of the 
Forest for the same reigns. 

Part n. will contain the Heraldic Visitations of Staffordshire 
taken a.d. 1614 and ii.D. 1663, edited and annotated by Mr. 
H. S. Grazebrook. 

The unanimous thanks of the Meeting were voted to the 
Marquis of Anglesey for his courtesy and consideration in per- 
mitting the Register of Burton Abbey to remain for a lengthened 
period at the disposal of the Editorial Committee, for the purpose 
of obtaining a full abstract of its contents for the issues of the 
Society. 

The thanks of the Meeting were also voted nem, con, to Major- 
General Wrottesley for his trouble and pains in making the 
Abstract of the Burton Chartulary, and to the other contributors 
of papers to Volumes IV. and V. ; also to the Honorary Auditor 
for his valuable assistance to the Society. 

It was agreed that the Society should exchange their issues 
with other Record and kindred Antiquarian Societies, and that the 
works obtained in this way should be presented by the Society to 
the William Salt Library at Stafford. 

It was resolved that the Meeting approve of a suggestion made 
by the Editorial Committee that when there are sufficient funds 
for the purpose, and the matter supplied by contributors renders it 
advisable. Part I, of the yearly volume may be issued separately 
from Part 11.

THE BURTON CHARTULARY. 

Page 1, paragraph 1. AooordiDg to the " Cbronioon Abbatum de Burton/* quoted 
in the " Monasticon/' Wulfric Spott was afterwards Consul ac Come* Merciorum ; 
and the same Chronicle states he was of the rojal stock, and was killed in battle 
against the Danes, ▲.!>. 1010. Sir Francis Palgrave describes his will as " a singular 
and important document, requiring much topographical and legal illustration ;'* and 
he adds that Dugdale's translation of it is not particularly accurate. The document 
hardly answers to the modem idea of a will, for it was confirmed by King Ethelred 
in the lifetime of the testator. 

It was this singularity of the instrument which first suggested to the writer that 
the Abbey might have been founded as an expiatory offering for the testator's share 
in the massacre of the Danes. This statement of course is little more than a surmise, 
but it receiTCS support from some collateral circumstances : for in addition to the 
aboTe fact of the will having been drawn up and confirmed by the King when the 
testator was in the prime of life, one of the chronicles quoted by Holinshed states 
that the massacre commenced at Marchinton, in Stafibrdshire, and Marohinton 
was one of Wulfric Spott's manors. 

Page 1, paragraph 2. This paragraph is founded on the sentence already quoted 
from the "Annc^ of Burton," that Wulfric Spott had endowed the monastery with 
the whole of his possessions, but Bishop Hobhouse reminds me that many of the 
devises of land in Wulfric' s will are made to his own kindred. In some cases they 
are made with reversion to the Abbey ; but the paragraph requires considerable 
modification. 

Page 6, line 11. This is incorrect ; the Abbots of Burton, I have since found, 
were not summoned to Parliament. The summonses to Parliament of the heads of 
religious houses appear to have been confined to such as held by barony, and had 
military tenants under them. Coventiy was one of these, and although only a 
priory the head of it was always summoned, and I presume it was on this account. 

Page 2, line 6 from bottom. The Rev. J. Charles Cox, the author of '* The 
Churches of Derbyshire," informs me that the Cotes of Burton Abbey was Coton- 
on-the-Elms, in Lullington Parish. It is spelt Cotune in the Domesday Survey, 
though the word Cotes is written over it. 

Mr. Cox likewise suggests that the Bersicote of the monks was not Brislingcote 
but Bearwardscote or Barrowoote in Etwall Parish. It is spelt Berverdescote in 
the Domesday Survey. 

Page 2, line 4 from bottom, for "Finden," read " Findem," and /or *• Portlock," 
read " Potlock." 

Page 10, line 1, for " invadebatur," recuL " invadebatur Hc; " the word should 
apparently be " invadiatum."

William, Bishop of Worcester, for which they are to have as security the customs 
on wool. See the letted in Rymer's " Fcsdera," p. 1014. 

Page 59, note. The best account of Frankpledge I hare met with is in 
Palgraye's "English Commonwealth;" but even that learned author makes the 
mistake of confounding the View of Frankpledge with the institution itself. The 
Yiew of Frankpledge, as is shown by the suit in the text respecting Hanson or 
Himsedon, was the presentment made by a member of the ty thing of those things 
which pertained to the frankpledge, or collective liability of the members of the 
tything, and this presentment was made by a single inhabitant of the township, 
who was also called its frankpledge, or " francumplegium." Writers on the subject 
haye hitherto assumed that all presentments had to be made by the Beeve and four 
men of the township. This may have been the case in some localities, and if so it 
would quite account for the importance attached to retaining the riew of frankpledge 
at the Manorial Court, for the obligation to send five of the tenants of a manor to 
every Hundred Court must have been intolerable. 

Palgrave also shows that in the later phase of the institution the Decennary or 
Tything was synonymous with the township or manor ; and his account also clears up 
a difficult point in the Plea Bolls, pages 72 and 73 of Vol. lY., where the defendants in 
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some criminal cases are stated not to be in frankpledge, because they were freemen. 
The words "liberi homines " in these cases should haye been translated freeholders, 
for it appears that persons were exempted from the frankpledge if their property 
was of sufficient amount to be considered as a permanent security for their good 
behayiour. Palgrave also states that for purposes of frankpledge villains were 
always considered freemen, and there are instances where they are styled freemen in 
the Anglo Saxon period. In the grant of the 40th of all movable property made to 
the King, 16 H. III., the villains are stated to have concurred together with the earls, 
barons, knights, and freemen, i.e., freeholders of the kingdom.

Mr. Mazzinghi points out that the assize of bread will be found in the Statutes 
of the Bealm, Vol. I., p. 199, where various readings of it liave been collated together.

No doubt if the latter had been known to those employed by the Record Commis- 
sion, it would have been collated with the others.

MEDIJSVAL MENSUBATION OF LAND. 

A large number of passages from ancient writers relating to this subject have been 
industriously collected together by Sir Henry Bllis in his " Introduction to Domes- 
day," Vol. I., page 146, but the reader will rise from a perusal of them more bewildered 
than eyer. It is quite dear that the same word had a different signification accord- 
ing as it is used as a portion of land under tillage, or as a measure of taxation. In 
some counties also eight virgates went to the hyde in place of four ; and a further 
source of confusion is engendered by the use of the same contraction for the words 
"caruca" and "oarucata." The latter word is frequently used as synonymous 
with a hyde of land, and Orderic Yitalis speaks of the carucate qmam AngU hydam 
vocant. 

As regards the carucate, virgate, and borate, the reader will find some very 
curious and interesting information in Seebohm's " English Village Community." 
The hide or carucate he considers to be the holding corresponding with the posses- 
sion of a full plough team of eight oxen. The half hide corresponds with the 
possession of one of the two yokes of four abreast ; the yirgate with the possession 
of a pair of oxen, and the hidf yirgate or boyate with the possession of a single ox, 
all haying their fixed relation to the full manorial plough of eight oxen. There is 
much to support this yiew in the **JExtenta terrarum" of the Abbey of Burton, 
temp. H. I., pp. 18-30 of this yolume ; but the monks do not treat the hide and 
the carucate as synonymous. 

On looking again at the Table of Mensuration in the Eyesham Chartulary, 
which had been transcribed by me many years ago, I find that it is written on a fly 
leaf of the book in a modem hand. It has not therefore the authority which I 
supposed it to possess when I first made use of it, for it seems to be the compilation 
of an annotator of the last century. I suspect too that the writer has mistaken the 
Boman numerals XXX for XII, and has written twelye acres to the yirgate in place 
of thirty in consequence. Seebohm is of opinion that the normal yirgate was about 
thirty acres ; but yirgates of much larger dimensions are frequently mentioned on 
the BoUs, and I should be inclined to fix thirty-six as the normal number of acres to 
the yirgate, yiz., two boyates of eighteen acres each. But all that can be said 
positiyely on the subject is, that a yiigate was the normal holding of the " yillanus ; " 
and this holding included in addition to the land under tillage, rights of common 
on the manorial waste, and of pannage and estoyer in the manorial woods. The 
yillanus in fact was really a well-to-do and usually prosperous tenant, with fixity of 
tenure ; for the obligation of his possession was reciprocal ; and though he could not 
remoye from his holding, the lord could not dispossess him so long as he performed 
his accustomed serrice. There is no trace of seryitude in his position or status, and 
Domesday always distinguishes the *'yillani " from the " seryi."

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In the oompariBon made by me between the medisyal and modem measures of 
land, the former are used onlj in their sense of units of taxation. For instance, if 
the hide is employed to signify a canicate of land, or terra ad unum arttirvm, it 
'will represent about 250 acres, but if it is used as a unit of assessment^ and com- 
pared with modem surveys, it will include aU the wood, waste, and pasture of a 
manor, and may mount up, as it does in Staffordshire, to 1,000 acres.

Pages 125 and 126. The statement that nothing but pines and heather will grow 
in the New Forest requires qualification, as oaks are grown in some parts of it, but it 
is true of the general character of the boU., and the above fact will not affect the 
argument in the text. 

Page 130. Portmote signifies a borough mote, not the mote of a port or haven. 

Page 142, 2 lines from bottom. Bishop Hobhouse informs me that a " con- 
yersus " signifies a Probationary monk. 

Page 147, line 87, and elsewhere. A " f econ " is clearly a fawn : but as the young 
of the red deer are not styled fawns in forestry, I have been forced to retain the 
medinval Latin word. 

Page 153, line 14. Siligin is rye, French sei^fle. (Duchesne.) 

Page 166, line 7, for ** Leoninus filius,*' read '* Leonino filio." 

Page 168, footnote. At the time I was engaged upon the forest pleas, I bad 
great difficulty in translating the word ** Saltatorium ; " for the popular impression 
of a deer leap, and one wbich I shared, was that it was a belt of privileged land 
round the outside of a park ; but by the kindness of Sir Charles Wolseley I have 
been enabled to inspect and make a sketch of one of the deer leaps still maintained 
at Wolseley Park, an engraving of which is now annexed to these notes. These 
contrivances for entrapping deer have always been known as deer leaps at Wolseley, 
and the grant which legalized them styles them " Saltatoria.*' 

This privilege was granted to Balph Wolseley, one of the Barons of the Exchequer 
and Lord of Wolseley temp. E. lY. The words of the grant are : — 

" EdwardfUf Dei graiid, etc. Omnibus ad quos presentee literapervenerint, saUttem, 
Soiatis quod nos de gratid nostrd speciali ac pro bono servieio per dilectum nostrum 
JEtadulphum Wolseley^ etc., quod ipse et heredes sui totam iUam terram et aquam 
it^a sire pertinentem manerio seu dominio de Wolseley in Comitatu Staffordice, 
unde ipse Seululphus seisitus existit, inchtdere palis et imparccwe, neenon saltatoria 
in terrd predietd sic inolusa aut impareata facere et habere possit, etc. In cujus rei 
testimonium has literas nostras fieri fecimus patentee. Teste me ipso apud West- 
monasterium tertio die Julii anno regni nostri nono** 

The reader on inspecting the drawing will readily conceive the injury which 
would be infiicted on the King's forest of Cannock by the Bishop's deer leaps or 
saltatoria.

INTRODUCTION. 

Burton was a Benedictine Abbey, founded between A.D. 1002 and 
A.D. 1004^ by Wulfric Spott, who endowed it, according to the 
"Annals of Burton," with the whole of his possessions. The date and 
magnitude of the endowment, which took place shortly after .the 
general massacre of the Danes, who, unsuspicious of danger, were 
dwelling peaceably within the Saxon territories, makes it not 
improbable that it was the result of the remorse felt by one of the 
ministers of King Ethelred for his share in that treacherous 
transaction. The King's confirmation of Wulfric's grant is the first 
deed in the Chartulary, and is dated A.D. 1004. The Church was 
dedicated to the Virgin Mary and to Saint Mod wen, an Irish 
female anchorite, who had dwelt for many years on one of the 
islands of the Trent near Burton. 

like all the Saxon foundations. Burton was greatly shorn of 
its splendour by the Norman Conquest. Of seventy-two manoi'S 
named in Wulfric's will, there remained to the monks at the date 
of Domesday thirty-two only, and seven of these had been given 
to them by the Conqueror.* 

The great reduction in the revenues of the religious houses of 
Saxon foundation after the Conquest, was not owing so much to 
the rapacity of the Normans, as to the policy of the Conqueror. 
These monasteries had amassed enormous possessions during that 
superstitious era immediately preceding the close of the eleventh 
century, and these were held by them for the most part free from 
all secular obligations. 

The Conqueror, with a view of increasing the military strength

of the Kingdom, which had been greatly impaired by the aKenation 
of so much land to religious uses, subjected the monastic posses- 
sions to the feudal law, and compelled the monks to furnish a 
certain number of Knights in time of war, or to relinquish a part 
of their endowments. The monks of Burton appear to have 
chosen the latter alternative, for none of the tenants of this 
monastery after the Conquest held their lands by military service. 
In this they probably acted wisely, for monastic bodies derived 
little or no benefit from lands in which military tenants were 
enfeoffed. The feudal obligations such as the aid on the knight- 
hood of the eldest son, or on the marriage of the eldest daughter of 
the feudal lord, were obviously inapplicable in the case of a 
religious superior, and the only benefit which accrued to an 
ecclesiastical lord in the case of military tenures was the rare and 
uncertain contingency of the wardship of a minor; and against 
this advantage had to be placed certain undefined obligations, for 
in most, if not in all cases, the great religious houses paid the 
expenses of their Knights when in the service of the Eling/ 

The manors or lands in possession of the monks at the date of 
Domesday were : — 

In Staffordshire — 

Burton and its members, Branstone, Shobnall, Stretton in 
Burton, Hominglowe and Wetmoor; Anslow, Pillatonhall, 
Whiston (in Penkridge), Darlaston (in Stone), Abbots 
Bromley, Leigh and Field, Ham, Okeover and Casteme, 
Hampton in BUthfield, and land in Tatenhill and Stafford 

In Derbyshire they held — 

Cotes, Winshill, Bersicote (Brislingcote ?), Ticknall, Stapen- 
hill, Appelby, Cauldwell, Mickleover, Littleover, Henover 
(Heanor), Finden, Portlock, and WUUngton. 

In Warwickshire — 

Austrey, and land in Wolston. 
The above list is taken from the Confirmation of Pope Lucius 

^ There is direct eyidence of this in the case of the Byeeham and Czojland 
Monasteries, and by analogy it may be assumed to be true of the other Houses. 
The Eyesham Chartulary thus describes their military tenants : — 

*' Sic notantur milites et liberi tenenteg de Abbatid de Svesham, muUi injuste 
fefaH,pauoi vero juste, Itti nullum servitutm fouiunt EcclesicB nisi servitium Reffi», 
et hoo tepide," 

And in the Feodary of A.D. 1166, the Abbot states after each of his Knights 
named, ** Abbae invenit ei expentat quamdiu/kiertt in servitio Eegis** 
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at p. vii. of the Chartulary.^ This specifies that all the lands 
named in it had been given to the monks by their founder, WuKric 
Spott, or by William the Conqueror. These lands must therefore 
have been in the possession of the monks at the date of the Survey, 
but the list differs in some respects from the extant Domesday. 
Some valuable manors such as Anslow in Staffordshire and 
Willington in Derbyshire are not mentioned in the Survey ; and it 
is not unlikely that the monks either by interest or by bribery 
had obtained the suppression of some of their estates in the Survey 
as finally codified. 

On one important point, however, I think they have been 
maligned. Eyton states in his Staffordshire Domesday that they 
had procured the suppression of the whole of their home estate of 
Burton, amounting to nearly 6,000 acres. I am inclined to believe 
that the following entry from Domesday refers to the abbatial 
manor of Burton, and the other members of Burton are included 
in the Domesday Survey. 

Under the "Hundred of Pirehill, it will be seen that Domesday 
gives the following account of an estate of the Abbey in Stafford : — 

In vUld de Stadford, AbbcUia Sanctce Marias de Bertone tenet 
1 hidam et dimidiam. Terra est 2 cancca^cB valet £3 10s. 

The Burton Chartulary contains at folio 3 what purports to be 
a copy of the Domesday Eetum of their estates. It is headed : Sie 
continetur super DoToesday apvd Wintoniam. 

Ucclesia Sanctce Marioe de Burtone in Stafforddre. In ipsd villd 
hahet hidam et dimidiam. Terra est 2 earueatas valet od. solidos. 

It is not probable that the monks held so large an estate in the 
town of Stafford, and we find no trace of it in after years f the 
error has arisen no doubt from a mistake of the clerk who compiled 
the fair copy of the Survey, and who confounding Staffordsira with 
Staffordia, has assumed that the words ipsa villa referred to 
Stafford instead of Burton. The Hundreds are wrongly rubricated 
in several other instances in the Survey.* 

^ I bare added Cotes to this list, the monks haying been deprived of that manor 
between the date of Domesday and the Confirmation by Pope Lucius.

4 THE BUBTON CHARTULARY. 

The Chartulary is essential for the history of the above named 
places ; but some of its contents have more than a local interest : 
it contains for instance a nominal list of all the Burton tenants of 
the time of the Abbot Nigel, who died a.d. 1113. Many of these 
tenants must have been bom before the Conquest, and all of them 
within a few years after it. This part of the Chartulary has there- 
fore an ethnological interest, for the names of these tenants supply 
us approximately with the relative proportions of the Saxon and 
Danish races in this part of the Elingdom. No doubt any assump- 
tion based on baptismal names only must be received with caution, 
for these races had become much blended by inter-marriage by this 
date ; but it is impossible not to be struck by the large proportion 
of Danish or Scandinavian names amongst the Burton tenantiy ; 
and this tends to confirm an opinion which has been long held by 
the writer, that men of Danish descent formed a very large propor- 
tion of the English race at the Norman Conquest, and that this 
important political and ethnographical fact has not received sufficient 
attention in recent histories of the English people. 

The social habits and condition of the people receive many 
illustrations in the pages of the Chartulary. Thus the " corrodium " 
or allowance of food and clothing made by religious houses in 
exchange for a gift of land, was the method by which an annuity was 
secured in the middle ages, and the details of the charges on this 
head throw some light on the mode of life and food of the middle 
classes in the thirteenth and fourteenth centuries. 

The legal proceedings (folios 86 — 93) between the monks and 
their customary tenants of Mickle-Over, who claimed to be free 
tenants, are very curious and interesting. Although the villains 
were unsuccessful in their suit, they appear to have found influential 
protectors, and on two occasions obtained access to King Edward I. 
and laid their grievances in person before him. 

The prosecution of the Abbot for appropriating the missing 
treasury of Thomas Earl of Lancaster, attainted and beheaded a.d. 
1323, is noteworthy, when taken in connection with the finding of a 
large number of coins (over 100,000) in the Eiver Dove near 
Tuttebury in the year 1831. It is evident that the bulk of the 
treasure had disappeared, and a part of it had been traced to the 
possession of the monks. They were therefore suspected very

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naturally of secreting the remainder. A mixed Staffordshire and 
Derbyshire jury found the Abbot guilty, and a fine of £300* was 
set upon the monastery ; which on appeal was afterwards remitted 
by the King. The monks state that the jury was entirely com- 
posed of men badly disposed towards them ; and this seems likely 
to have been the case, for their rapacity and unjust encroachments 
on their neighbours, of which their own Eegister affords many 
examples, must have made them very unpopular with all classes.

The Chjuiiulary or Registrum Burtonense, in the possession of 
the Marquis of Anglesey, and of which an abstract is now given, 
is a quarto or small folio volume of 156 leaves of vellum bound in 
white calfskin. It has no title page, but the word " Bourtoun " in 
large old blackletter of the Tudor period can be deciphered with 
some difl&culty on the outside of the cover. The original Chartulary 
is beautifully written in double columns, with red initial letters to 
the paragraphs : the handwriting dating from the beginning of the 
thirteenth to the end of the fourteenth century ; but the blank sides 
of the leaves have been filled in with writing of a later date, and 
additional folios have likewise been interpolated, filled with writing 
of a later period. These parts can readUy be distinguished from the 
original Chartulary, not only from the difference of the writing, but 
also from the fact of the writing extending across the whole page 
in place of the usual arrangement of double columns. They have 
been shown in the abstract now printed by italic letters. 

In the preparation of the abstract everything has been intro- 
duced which can be useful to a county historian, and in the case 
of the Staffordshire manors I have left in any details which may 
be of interest to the parish historian. All matter previously printed 
in the "Monasticon" or in Shaw b "History of Staffordshire " has been 
omitted, but reference has been made to these authorities where- 
ever such matter occurs. In the Latin abstract the ipsissima verba 
of the original has been retained in every case, but I have thought 
it best to put the narrative portions of the Chartulary into English. 
This part of the Chartulary contains matter interesting to the 
general reader, and few of our subscribers would care to peruse 
it if left in its original Latin.

This is a long and interesting account of a suit, a.d. 1236, in which the 
Abbofs customarif tenants in Bromley claimed to be free tenants holding by 
certain service. The account being in the form of a narrative, has been mostly 
translated into English, but parts of it are worth retaining in the original 
owing to the ingenuously expressed anger of the monks cU the presumption of 
their tenants, and the contrast drawn by the writer between thetr pride and the 
humility oj the Abbot and monks, to which he ascribes the victory of the lattery 
because " Defos superbis resistit et humHibus dot gratiam suam,^* A verdict was 
given in favour of the monks at the Nottingham Assizes of 37 JET. ///. ; but the 
tenants not being able to pay their fines or find sureties, and being all put into 
the King's prison in conseqttence, the Abbot and monks were forced to replevy 
their own tenants at a great expense.

EerefcXLows a writ of " Pone,^ removing the suit from, ike County Court to 
be heard before the Justices at Westminster, and the record of the suit, which 
states that the Abbot Laurence sued Robert de Mora and others named in the 
writ for customs and services dwe for the tenements which they hold of him in 
Bromley, inasmuch as they hold their tenements in villenage, and owe villain 
services, viz,, tallage once every year at his will, and "marchetum "for marrying 
their daughters, and other services ; and they owed for a common tallage, assessed 
at 8 maris, three years ago, and the following year at 10 morks, and the present

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year at 7 marks; > and for which taUages they are all liable accordina to their 
holdings; and also in the time of the present King, Robert le Wicher had given 2s, 
for marrying his daughter^ etc, 

Robert and the other tenants appeared and denied they owed tallage or 
marchetum, and stated they held their tenements by certain service and a payment 
of 20s, for Oeresgive at Christmas day. 

The Sheriff of Staffordshire is ordered to eummon Roger de Rideware and 
the other jurors elected to try the issue, to be at Westminster on the Octaves <yf 
Trinity; but the verdict vku not delivered till the assizes at Nottingham, 37 ff. Ill,, 
before Robert de Lexinton and his associates, when eight knights and eight freemen 
who formed the jury stated that all the tenants named and their ancestors before 
them held their tenements in villenagio, and gave marchetum for marryina their 
daughters, and every vear they gave stud, som^imes more and sometimes less, at 
the wiU of the Abbot, and owed all villain services, unde prenominato 
Laorentio Abbati adjudicati sunt et ut rustici liberati et mancipati nocte 
Beqiienti pro ialad, eonim querela et suggestione Ouri» Reffiae fact&, de precepto 
Justiclanorum in profundo carceriB pemoctantur.

In the marain is a transcript in a later hand of the grant of Acovere by 
Robert the Abbot to Ralph son of Orm, which differs in some respects from the 
grant already given. It runs as follows : —

inclusive are occupied by a long and detailed account of the disputes between the 
monks and Sir Robert de Tok, their neighbour at Ansedidega (Andow), respecting 
the right of cutting wood and the making of enclosures and common ofpastttre in 
Sobenhale {Shobnall). The dispute commenced by the foresters of the Abbot 
fmding certain men of Ansedel^a cutting wood in the wood of Sobenhale, and 
demanding from them sureties {to appear to answer for their trespass in the 
Abbot's Court), Some of the delinquents laughed at the Abbots men, and other» 
abused them violently (verberaverunt violenter). The Abbot was also infonned 
that a long hedge had been made by Sir Robert de Tok and his men of Ansedeleg 
between the fields of Ansedelea and the Abbotts wood beyoTvd the ancient bounds 
between the two vdls. On tke Abbot demanding r&paration in his Cou/rty an 
answer was m^ade by Sir Geoffrey de OresleVy the EarVs Serteschally and others^ 
that no reparation could be made until the extent of the dwmage had been 
discussed and settled. It was then shown that great damage had been done by the 
depasturing of goats and the cutting dovon of timber, for which the Abbot could 
obtain no redress ; for when the goats were impounded, they were replevied by 
Robert de Tok; and the Abbot at that time labouring under great infirmity , was 
averse to taking legal proceedings. 

It happened also that a cart of the Abbofs from Findeme,, laden with 
timber from the wood of Bromley, ufas stopped by miliam Bungi^ one of Robert 
de Tois men, in the middle of the vill of Ansedeleg, who demanded toll for it; 
and on the carter answering that his lord the Abbot was quit of toll throughout 
all England, he laid hands violently on him, tore his clothes, toot the horse out of 
the cart, and sent it to Ralph Form, the EarVs forester; and although the horse 
was released again on the Abbots dema/nd, yet no reparation was ever made for 
the outrage. 

Robert de Tok likewise without license hunted in the Abbots lands, where the 
Abbot had the Kin^s grant of free warren ; and when the Abbot had caused to 
be built a mill at Findeme, Robert had denied the Abbofs right to do so, and 
had put him to a great expense by an action at law; for the Abbot knowing that 
even if he won, that Robert would evade the consequences, had caused the mill 
to be entirely taken down, so that he had been damaged to the extent of twelve 
marks for expences, and had lost in rent 16b. annually. 
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At another time Robert de Tok and hie cousin Roger had stopped two men 
and a tpoman of the viU of Findeme^ returning Jrom the vill of WtUington with 
a cartload of flour y and had violently accosteathemj wounded one of them on the 
heady and had taken the loaded cart and the horse to Fotlao {Portlock), where 
he detained them until they were released hy the Kin^s sergeant {servienti Regis), 

Likewise the miller of the said Robert de Tok took toll of the Abbofs multure 
of FHndemefor the mUl ofFotlac, in violation of the ancient usage. All which 
injuries the lord the Abbot is prepared to prove if necessary by the oath of his 
bailifs and foresters and other men worthy of credit. 

Folio 63. 

Contains the complaint of Robert de Tok against the Abbot. It states that 
the Abbot and his Convent denied to him and his tenants the use of the Abbots 
wood and common of the same as they used to have^ and taking his cattle^ forced 
him into expensive litigation. 

That the Abbot had forced him into the said litigation for three days in one 
week in his Court at Burton, which had necessitated his coming to Anseaeleg with 
cUl his household (totdfamilid sud\ and to make a stay there, relinquishing other 
business, by which he had been greatly injured. 

That the Abbot had defamed him openly before his Court, calling him a 
traitor to his lord, working maliciously against him ; and that one of the monks, 
vis., Henry de Alrewas, had specially defamed him in this way. 

That in consequence of this litigation he had been forced to aive up the 
pasturing of goats, and enclosures in the wood of Ansedelega, which he and all 
MS predecessors had formerly enjoyed. 

And that owing to the absurd (fatuam) method of cutting timber adopted by 
the Abbot in the said wood, a cow bdonging to one of his men had been 
killed, and an ox had been kUled in the same wood it is believed by the Abbot's 
men. 

That a certain monk, Robert de Lega, with a servant of theAbbofs, had beaten 
one of his men of Ansedelega, named Meriet, and taken Jrom him his ^^densaxe." 

That the Abbot had erected a mill at Findeme, when he was precluded from 
doing so by the charters of his predecessors, and by which trespass he had been 
put to expensive litigation in the County of Nottingham, 

That a certain servant of the Abbot, named Alan, had withdrawn from his 
suit of mill at Fortlao all the men of Findeme, against the tenor of the cliarters 
of the Abbot's predecessors, and to his damage. 

The Abbot replies seriatim to all these complaints, denying that Robert or 
his predecessors had ever had any right of dtpasturina goats in the wood of 
Ansedeleg, etc And that as to the Abbot defaming him by callinq him a 
traitor in his Court, it was true, inasmuch as Robert had sworn fealty to him, 
and done homaae to him, and had afterwards insidiously worked injury to his 
lord; and that ne had carried on the contest against the sujoplication of the whole 
county, " ipsum dominum suum ad legem in pleno comvtatu ponenao et ipsam 
capiendo contra maximam supplicationem totius Comitates pro ipso attentius 
deputantis ut personcB suas deferet et ab aliis cam oaperet qui tantum eidem 
domino suo detulit quantum Roberto de Sunnnerton cui jurametitum condonavit," 
That as regards the killing of the cow and the ox, if he would bring his 
complaint before the Abbots Court, justice should be done to him, and the same 
for the beating of his man Merieth. 

That as regards the erection of the mill at Findeme, the Abbot had humbled 
himself by asking for permission to complete the mill, on condition that no 
multure should Pake place there to the injury of the said Robert, and that the 
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qttestion 0/ eompefuation sh/yuJd be left to arbitration ; and the Abbot consider* 
that the expenses incurred by him in consequeTice of Roberfs proceedings should 
be tefwnded to him by the arbitration of good men, etc 

( The above account appears from its form to have been drawn up for the 
decision of an arbitrator , out the result does not appear,)

Contain cm account of the acquisition of their land in Adulvistre {Auetrey) in 
Warwickshire. It is headed, Quo m/>do terra quam habemus in Adulvistrid de 
dono Margaretce de Nerbone ad ipsam pervenit et quomodo servitium unius 
virgatce terrof quam tenuit PhUippvs fUius &ym<mis pervenit ad Abbatem. As this 
account was copied by Dugdale, and used by him in the " History of Warwic- 
shire/' an abstract only of it in English is given here. It states that William son 
of Hugh had issue Hugh son of William, who succeeded to the inheritance of his 
father, and married Hawise de Traci, and died without issue. After his death 
Hawise held all Aldulvistre in dower, i.e., the land which Thomas de Clinton 
and Margaret de Nerbone afterwards held. The before-mentioned Hugh had 
given three acres of arable land and a meadow in Adulvistre to Richard de 
Stapilton the son of Beginald in fee and inheritance, and Richard gave this 
land to Symon Cuttepurs and his heirs. Thomas de Stapilton the son of 
Robert gave the homage and service of Philip fitz Symon for the same 
tenement to the monasterv in free alms, and Philip performed homage to the 
Abbot And it is said {dicitur) that the before-mentioned Hawise enfeoffed 
the Abbess of Polesworth, Robert de Overtun, and William de Montegomery 
in the tenements which they held in Aldulvistre.* This Hugh son of William 
gave to Eudo de Hulenhale a vireate of land in Aldulvistre for Zd. annually. 
Eudo gave it to William the ClerK of Aldulvistre for a rent of \0s, annually, 
and to the capital lord Zd. annually. Henry de Hulenhale, the son of Eudo, 
remitted to Symon son of William the Clerk 9«. and \0d. of the rent of the 
said virgate, and newly enfeoffed the same Symon in the same virgate of 
land for a rent of 2s. (sic) to himself and Zd. to the capital lord. This Henry 
gave the said service of 2c?. (jdc) of Symon son of William to Richard de 
Kynton ; Richard de Kynton conceded the said virgate of land to the said 
Symon for a rent of %d. to himself and heirs, and to the capital lord Zd, 

' It is by no means uncommon to find widows holding manors in dower in 
ancient days making feoffments of land in them, and for this reason coDsidered by 
archffiologists to be the heiresses of these manors. I have met with two or three 
instances of misapprehension caused by this circumstance. 
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When the partition was made of the manor of AldulviBtre between 
Thomas de Klynton and Matilda the daughter of William son of Hugh, the 
homage and service of the said Symon fell to the purparty of Matilda. After 
the death of Symon, Margaret the daughter of Matilda had Symon's horse 
with its trappings as a heriot^ and the wardship of the land, till I'hilip son of 
Symon performed homage. Bichard son of Richard de Kynton gave to the 
Abbot of Burton the homage and Bervioe of the aaid Philip for the saidvirgate 
of land. 

The said William son of Hugh had issue Richard de Sanford, Margaret, 
and Matildis. Richard succeeded here to his brother by inheritance, and 
married Matildis the daughter of Ralph Mansard, and died without issue. 
After his death Matildis nis widow neld Aldulvistre in dower. Margaret 
married Osbert de Klintone, who had issue by her Osbert, who had issue 
Thomas, who had issue Thomas, John, Osbert, and James. Thomas son of 
Osbert gave to Osbert his son all the tenement he held in Aldulvistre together 
with the advowson of the Church, for a rent of Id. annuallv. Osbert son of 
Thomas gave to the Abbot and Church of Burton the advowson, with the 
messuage which Richard Bulloc formerly held ; and Thomas the father of 
Osbert confirmed this charter of Osbert his son ; and by another charter the 
said Thomas aud Osbert admitted they had received 78 marks for a renunci- 
ation of a writ of last presentation and all claim in the said advowson, and 
this charter was read in full county of Warwick before W. de Morteyn then 
Sheriff, and in the presence of Thomas and Osbert ; and the same charter was 
read in the presence of Thomas and Osbert at the Hundred Court of Humel- 
fort {sic), and a memorandum made under the seal of the Bailiff of the 
Hundred. It was read also in full chapter of Arden (in pleno capiiulo de 
Ardena)f in the presence of Magister Andrew the then official, and a fine was 
also levied respecting the same advowson and messuage between the Abbot 
and Osbert in the Kmg^s Court* 

After this Thomas sued out a writ of last presentation against the Abbot, 
which was terminated in Banco at Trinity term of the third year of King 
Edward, the said Thomas being in misericordid (for a false claim). 

Osbert son of Thomas de Clinton demised the capital messuage of Aldul- 
vistre and a carucate of land to Osbert de B^efort for a tenn of years. 
During this term Philip son of Symon died, upon whose death the Abbot 
took possession of his land. Osbert de Berefort, who was at that date Sheriff 
of Warwickshire, ejected the Abbot by force of arms. Thomas son of Philip, 
then in ward to the Abbot, arraigned an assize of novel disseisin against the said 
Osbert and the other disseissors before John de Metingham and his associate 
Justices at Warwick ; but whilst the Abbot and said Thomas were quite 
unknown to the Justices, and solicited nobody (guemcunque procur(U9ent\ 
Osbert the Sheriff was the familiar {familiaris) of the Justices, and ruler 
of the county (magister witrice\ and he claimed that Phili{> the father of 
Thomas had performed homage to him for his tenement in Aldulvistre. 
Whilst on the part of the Abbot it was pleaded that Philip was the homager 
of the Abbot, and that Margaret de Nerbone, the feoffor of the Abbot, 
after the death of Symon the father of Philip, had had a heriot for the said 
tenement and the wardship of Philip, on account of which the custody, 
relief, and marriage of Thomas belonged to the Abbot The Justices decided 
in favour of Osbert, but at Leicester a concord was made by which for a sum 
of 15 marks Osbert released all his claim to the wardship and marriage of 
the heirs and of the lands of Philip son of Symon de Aldulvistre. The Abbot 
then sold to Henry de Castello of Bromwiz* the wardship and marriage of 

> Henry de Castello, the tenant at Bromwich of the Barons of Dudley. There 
were two separate manors at Bromwich, which came to be known as West Bromwich 
and Castle Bromwich. The latter seems to have derived its name from this family 
of *' de Castello/' and not from the exibtence of a castle. 
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ThomaA son of Philip for a sum of 15 marks. Matildis married Stephen de 
Nerbone, who had issue by her a daughter Margaret, and after the death of 
Stephen re-married William fitz Gerout, by whom she had no issue. For a 
third husband she had Walter de Boleya, by whom she had issue another 
daughter who was called Margaret. 

After the death of Matildis the widow of Bichard de Saunf ort who held 
Aldulvistre in dower, Thomas de Clinton, the father of Osbert, and this 
Matildis, divided the manor of Aldulvistre between them. After the death 
of Matildis her daughter Margaret de Nerbone and Margaret the daughter of 
Walter de Eoleya, divided between them the land which their motner had 
held. Margaret the daughter of Walter de Eoleya married Geoffrey de Cauz, 
and died without issue. After her death her share fell to Margaret de 
Nerbone, who held the complete half of the manor against (contra) the said 
Thomas. This Margaret de Nerbone gave to the Monastery of Burton the 
whole of her tenement in Aldulvistre in free alms ; and this was confirmed 
by Osbert son of Thomas de Clinton, so that there was no pretence for his 
attempting to exact any service from the land on account of scutage. Symou 
also, the son of William de Albini de Kaynho, the capital lord of the fee of 
Aldulvistre, both of Osberf s part as of Margaret's part^ confirmed to the 
monks the above grant in free and perpetual alms.

When Osbert de Berefort ejected ua from the custody of the land of Philip 
eon of Symjon of Aldulvistre^ we ev/cd otU a writ of ^^ quare e;ecit " agai?ist him^ 
and this plea was before the Justices of the Bench, 

Whilst this plea was pending, the same Osbert sited the Abbot for fealty and 
suit at his Court of Aldulvistre, and on the Abbofs refused to appear, distrained 
him several times over; upon which the Abbot sued otU a King's writ addressed to 
the Sheriff of Warwickshire, and this plea was in the County Court, 

Pending this plea the said Osbert and Dominus Thomas de Clinton seized the 
Abbots cattle at Aldulvistre, These were released by a King's writ, and this plea 
was also before the County, 

Pending these jpkas in the County Court, the above-named Osbert sued out a 
writ to the Shenf claiming the custody of the son and heir of Philip son of 
Symon, and this plea was also before the County, 

Things were in this condition, when Roger de Attelberge, who was ^^ Hundred- 
arius^ of Humdifort (i.«., Bailif of the Hundred of Hemlingford), distrained 
the Abbot to sue before the Huridred Court ; upon which the Abbot sued out a 
writ, and the plea remained in the Cminty,

On account of the aforesaid grievances (ffravamind), the Abbot went in 
person to LoTvdoTi, and by the advice of Lord Ralph de Hengham {the Justice), 
he sued out a writ of novd disseisin in the name of Thomas, son and heir of 
Philip fUz Synum, against Oshert de Berefort arCd others named, before the 
Jv>stices Geoffrey de Leukenore and John de Metingkam, who coming to Warwick, 
hj an assize which was falsely conducted {per assisam quce falso transiit), con- 
sid&red that no disseisin haa taken place, because Philip his father had done 
homage to Osbert, 

And when the Abbot in the name of the said Thomas sued out a writ to 
attaint the aforesaid assize, and a writ of " Pone " to move all the four writs in 
the County (fourt, to London, in the absence of the said Osbert, who wets mainprized 
by Magister H, LoveL and Dominus William ffamelin the Sheriff of Warvnck- 
shire, and in the presence of Brothers Mathew de Kniveton and N, de Kyndvmrth, 
who appeared for the Abiot, peace was made on condition that all actions 
should cease on the payment ov the Abbot of \0 marks. But when these con- 
ditions were referred to the saia Osbert they were not earned otU by him, until 
the Abbot Thomas appearing against him at Leicester, by the mediation of 
the before-named Sheriff, a sum of 16 marks was paid to him, of which the said 
Osbert afterwards returned 2 marks.

Hauryse, the wife («!c) of Hugh le Lovert of Derby, sued out a writ to the 
Sheriff of Staffordshire ^* quod justifi<iaret*^ the Abbot to pay to the said Hugh and 
Hawyse 67 s, moing to than, but they {sic) did not follow up their suit. 

TranskUioiu 

Magister Richard de Lavinton, the Rector of the Church of Thorp, by papal 
authority, impleaded the Abbot and Convent before judges delegated at Oxford 
respecting the small tythes {super minutis decimis) of our land in Hun/nridon. 
Afterwards at Essebume, by the mediation of Magister John de Weston, an end 
was put to the dispute in this way. For the sake of peace we gave the said 
Magister Richard 5 marks, and entered into an obligation to pay him 2 marks 
annually on the Feast of the Nativity of St. John so Cong as he held the Church 
of Thorp. 

In the year 1275, in the \%th year of the Abbot J., Hugh Wasteneis, the son of 
Isolda de Ambrithon, arraigned an assize of mort dancestor against the Abbot 
before the Justices, Henry de Montfort and Salomon de Rxmcestre, respecting 
2 bovates and 4 acres of land in Bromle, and when the Abbot wcls summoned 
to appear before those Justices at Kynefare to hear the recognition of the said 
assize, he essoined himself, and another day was given to him at Wolverhampton, 
which was changed by the Justices assigned {to hear the plea) to Amle (Arley), 
from whence the Abbot proceeded to Bolus, and then the action proceeded before 
Henry de Montfort in the absence of the said Salomon. The said Henry 
ach'oumed the suit to Stafford for the Saturday after Michaelmas Day, A-d. 1276, 
where Brother N. in the place of the Abbot made peace icith the savd Hugh for 
2 marks, and Hugh gave up to the said Brother Jy. the charter which his mather 
held for that tenement, signed with the seal of the Convent in the time of the 
Abbot William. He also executed a release of the same tenement and seated it 
and delivered it to the said Brother Nicholas. On the morrow, however, when the 
suit was called on, and proclamation tpas made for him^ the said Hugh never 
answered by hiynself or by attorney, and the attorney of the Abbot prayed for 
judgment. It was considered therefore that the said Hugh and his sureties should 
be ^in misericordid/*

Trarislation, 

A dispvie having arisen and continued for some time between the Abbot John 
and Henry de Toky the brother and heir of Sir Peter de Thok, respecting his 
relief and suit of court; at length, A.D. 1275, on the Dav of St Laurence, at 
Burton, the said Henry, in the present of Roger de Took his brother and of 
Ralph de Burgo, conceded that so far as the relief was concerned, the eatd 
Henry and his heirs should give to the Abbot for their relief of Ansedele and 
Potfdac xl. 8., but sfiould nevertheless pay fkdly theferm due for the said vills at 
the appointed terms ; and as regarded the suit of court, the said Henry and his 
heirs should be bourid to mcJce two appearances annually, and likewise whenever 
the King's writ was in the Court, or for the judgment of prisoners and for the 
reinforcement {afforciamentum) of the Court. And whereas the Abbot ctaimed 
from him common suit of court, viz., from three weeks to three weeks, and 
claimed also that the whole land of Ansedele uhis within the toarren of the said 
Abbot, and that it was not lawful for him to hunt or take hares within it, by 
the advice of friends it was a^eea that the said Henry should swear ^^tactis 
sacrosanctis " that none of his predecessors had ever done common suit to the 
court of the Abbot excepting his brother Peter, who had been unjustly compelled 
to it, and that he, Henry, and all his predecessors could lawfully chase ana take 
all kind of animals {^^omnias bestias ^) within the metes of Ansedele, three times 
only excepted. Accordingly on the Sunday after the Feast of the Nativity of the 
Blessed virgin Mary, a-D. 1277, in the presence of the Lord Abbot Thomas^ 
Andrew the Almoner (^^ Elemosinarius*'), Adam the Hospitaller, John the Sub- 
Prior and Precentor, N. the Chaplain of the Abbot, ThomeLs the Sacristari, W. 
Coquinarius, W. Celerarius, ana many others, the said Henry made oath in the 
form above written. Four Chaplains made oath in the same manner before 
Sir William de MeinU, Ralph ae Burgo, Roger de Thok, Robert de Munjoye, 
Engelardus de Cursnn, Robert de Staunton, Milo de Melton, William junior of 
Rotveston, William Is Sergant of Eginton, Elyas Fucher of Osmundeston, 
Robert de Schobenhale, John le Marescal, Robert son of Adam de Waleton, 
Walter the man (^ homo ") of the said Henry, John the metn (" homo *') of the 
said Henry, and Robert Cocus*

Eesebume in presentift Domini Thomse de Bray tunc Seneschalli Domini 
Edmundi, venit Bogerus de Thorp et optulit se ad faciendum Domino Edmundo 
fidelitatem pro tenemento suo de Thorp et Huncendon et fecit^ et de homagio 
habuit respectum uaque ad adventum in partibus ifitia 

De pladto moto inter Abbatem et vUlanis de Magna Overa. 

This is a long account of the suit betu^een the Abbot and his customary 
tenants of Miclle-Over, who daimed to be free tenants. It states that when the 
Abbot's villains of Magna, Ouvra, at the instigation of one Nicholas, son of Henry 
the Provost of maana Ouvra, whom the Abbot had greatly honoured, and to whom 
he had committectfor many years the custody of the manor of Bromley, refused 
to acknowledge themselves as viUaiTis, nor would permit a distress to be levied 
against them, the Abbot sued out a writ from the " Owria Regia " in this form.

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Here follows a writ of King Edward doUedJrom Clarendon^ \%th February^ 
Sth year of his reian, commariding the Sheriff of Derbyshire to assist the Abbot ojf 
Burton in distraining his villains of Magna Ouvra. This writ was delivered 
to the Sheriff of Derbyshire on the last day of February in full County^ and his 
bailiff was ordered to assist the Abbot on the requisition of the latter. 

Folio 86. 

A writ of King Edroardy dated Clarendon^ \Oth February ^ in the 8fA year oj 
his reign, issued on the complaint of ten of the Abbofs tenants of Mickte-Overj 
commands the Abbot not to exact from hu tenants other customs and services 
than were formerly due when Ifickle-Over was of the ancient demesne of the 
Crown, 

The narrative goes on to say that by irirtue of the first of these two writs, the 
Sheriffs bailiff seized 21 oxen and 18 pigs at Mickle-Cher, at the hour of 
Vespers, 4th March, and took them on the morrow to Burton, 

In the Tneantime the tenants having produced their writ to the Sher^, and 
entered into securities to prosecute their suit at Westminster against the Abbot^ 
the Sheriff ordered his bailiff to remove the distress. 

On the fourth kalends of March, when O. de Clifton, the Sheriff of Notts, 
Ralph de Burgh, William Biage, Milo de Melton, and others, were at Findeme on 
the business of the Abbot, au the villains of Mickle-Over came, bringing with 
them Sir Wiuiam de Meinil, Magister Adeem de Armundesham, and others, and 
it was agreed that the villains should cultivate and sow their lands pacifically wp 
to Baxter, 

Folio 87. 

Malicia Villanorum. (In red letters.) 

Pevuiing this truce and dday which had been granted by the Abbot pro bono 
pads, the villains su>ed out two mare writs against the Abbot, which are given at 
full length. In the first the Sheriff is commanded to cause the Abbot to put in 
pledges to answer the complaint of the tenants that he exacted from them customs 
and services unjustly. The second writ was a writ of trespass, by which the 
Abbot was forced to find sureties to answer the complaint of the tejiants, that he 
had come m the night vi et armis and taken their goods ana chattels from Mickle- 
Over to the value of j£20, and committed other enormities to their great damage 
and against the Kin^s peace. Dated from Dunamen, 15/A March, in the %th 
year of the Kingfs reign. 

The tetiants appeared against the Abbot to prosecute their suit at a month 
from Faster, and oy their cUtomey claimed to be of the ancient demesne of the 
Crown, which was denied by the Abbot, and on being asked by the Justices how 
they proposed to verify that they were of cmdent demesne, answered they would do 
it oy Domesday (^^quomodo vellent verificare se esse de antiquo dominico et 
respondissent per Domusday"), A day was accordingly given to them to exhibit 
Domesday, which was examiried by the Justices, by which it appeared that Overa 
was not included amongst the lands of ancient demesne %n Domesday, but 
amongst those of the Abbot, but it stated that King Edward had held teih 
carucates of land in Overa, ^^ad geldam^ upon which a discussion took place 
far many days before the Justices or the Bench and Barons of the Exchequer, 
until at tength on the Zrd June,juagment was given that the men of Overa were 
villains of the Abbot, and shoula remain so (^* quod homines de Overa sicut villani 
venerant, ita reoederent et remanerent^),

Judicium datum contra vUlanos per Dominum Thomam de Weyland 
WiUdmum de Brunton et sodas szms Hi, die Junii, 
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This 18 the official record of the suit ; it quotes the etUry from, Domesday at 
fuU lengthy and adds^ '* Et quia per predictum Domusday compertum est quod 
predictum maneriumfuit getdabitisy nee invenitur inter terras dominicas Domini 
liegis consideratum est quod predictus Abbas iret sine die, etpredicti Robertus et 
alxi in miaericordiftj^ro /a^o damio" 

This judgment was delivered on the Zrd June^ and on the %th June following 
the Abbot sent sia monks, knights and servants, and took 27 boars, 40 oxen, 50 
cows and heifers, 606 sheeff, and 77 pigs, and lodged some of them in Stafford- 
shire and some in Derbyshire, 

On the 22nd of June sir of the Abbofs villains came to Burton bringing with 
them a King's writ addressed to the Abbot, which stated thai it had been shovm 
to the King by John son of Herbert and his men of Magna Overa, " quod tu 
occasions cujusdam placiti nuper moti in curvA nostrd per breve nostrum coram 
Justiciariis nostris de Banco de consuetudinibus et servitiis tibi a prefatis 
hmninibus faciendis, quoe iidem homines et antecessores sui de manerio predicto 
tibi et predecessoribus tuis quondam Abbatibus de Burthon super Trentam 
temporious retroactis facers consueverunt averia ipsorum hominum apud Magna 
Uvera in Comitatu Derbieo! cepisti et averia ilia a comitatu iuo usque in 
Comitatum Staffordioefugasti et ea adhuc ibidem detines contra legem et consuetu- 
dinem regni nostri et contra pacem nostrum, Et idea tibi precipimus quod averia 
predicta predictis hominihus sine dilatvone deliberare facias. Et nisi ad man- 
datum nostrum hoc feceris a Vicecomite nostro predicto Staffordice id fieri 
precipimus, Et nichUominus te attachiari faciemus et ad respondendum nobis 
de contemptu et predictis hominibus de dampnis qu4je sustinuerunt occasione 
transgressionis predictce. Teste me ipso apua West, viii die Junii anno regni 
nostri octavo. 

On reading this vjrit, the Abbot determined not to give up the cattle for several 
reasons, of which the principal one was that it had been sued out on a false 
suggestion, making no mention of the judgment in his favour. Another reason 
was that when Ralph de Burgh, the Abbofs Seneschail, had held a court at 
Findeme, and hamng removed from his offices the Provost of Mickle Over, had 
wished to substitute another in his place, all and singular had refused to accept 
the post because all their lands and cattle were in the Abbofs hands, notwith- 
standing that they were the villains of the Abbot, and had nothing but their 
bodies which did not belong to the Abbot, 

Folio 89. 

As the Abbot would not give up their cattle, the tenants produced another 
writ addressed to the Sheriff of Staffordshire, dated the same day as the last (viz., 
Sth June, in the 8th year of the Aing*s reign), commanding him to release the 
cattle without delay, and in case of resistance to attach those who resisted to 
answer for their contempt at three weeks from Michaelmas " in parliamento 
nostro,** 

On the authority of this writ the Sheriff of Staffordshire sent to Bromley to 
release the cattle, but his bailiff was informed that all the cattle there belonged to 
the Abbot, Upon this Colin and nine other tenants of Mickle-Over appeared 
before the Kin^s Court, complaining that in contempt of the King, and to their 
great damage, the Abbot had refused to liberate their cattle; and on the dthJuly 
they appeared at Celebume before the Chancellor and many other laymen ana 
clerks who were there wiJth the King, and averred the same and many worse things 
of the Abbot; in all which thev were assisted by a certain Clerk Wyther, Tne 
Abbot therefore sent Brother ^licholas de Kinelvxyrth, who after treating of the 
matter with Sir Ralph de Hengham, the Justiciary, appeared before the Chan- 
cellar and arranged that the Abbot should abide by the verdict given in Banco 
until it was superseded by another. Upon this the Abbot ejected the aforesaid 
nine men and the brother of Colin from their lands and houses, but permitted the

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trtvef and children to remain; hut aftenoards^ in order that they might 9ue out 
a writ of novel disseiiin, the vnves were likewise ejected^ viz,^ on the 13M Jidy. 
After tnis the men of Magna Uvera^ having followed the Kina for several days^- 
brought hack with them a writ addressed to the Sheriff of tfottingharMkxre^ 
commanding him to cause the cattle of the following tenants to he replevied^ viz. ;— >

and which cattle the Abbot of Burton, Brother Thomas de Pakinton, Brother 
Adam de Redemore, Brother Thomas de Maikdeye, Roger Brani, Robert de 
Bromle, William de Thurleston, and Adam le Brune, had taken and unjustly 
detained^ etc. Dated from Langeleye, ^Ist Jvly, %th year of our reign. 

Folio 90. 

On the authority of this writ, G. de Clifton, the Sheriff of Nottinghamshire, 
directed his Bailiff of Wirkesworth to release the cattle, on the tencmts giving 
security to prosecute their suit against the Abbot. 

Malicia Sthonis de Clifton. (In red letters.) 

On the 26th Jvly, Symon de Clifton^ the Bailiff of Wirkesworth, gave up to 
the tenants seven oxen and twenty-nine cows which were at Huncedon, notvnth- 
standing the protest of our serviens there that they belonged to the Abbot. 

The Sheriff of Nottinghamshire also wrote in similar terms to the Bailiff of 
Repindon,, hut when the nailiff came to CaldewaU to replevy the cattle of the 
tenants of MagnA Ouvra, on being informed that the cattle there belonged to the 
Abbot, he went away without delivering them up. 

The tenants also brought a writ to the Sheriff of Staffordshire ordering him 
to replevy their cattle, and the above-named Sheriff^ sent the same mandate to the 
Bailiff of PirehuU, who coming to Bromley was informed that all the cattle 
there belonged to the Abbot : no cattle were therefore given up at that place^ 
Upon this the villains of Magna Uvera went with their wives and children (** cuni 
usoribus et parvulis ") to the King, who was then at Nottingham, and laying 
before him a grievous complaint of robbery and expulsion from their houses, 
" querelam aravissimam de roberid et cvpiUstone domorum detul&nmt"), broughi 
hack with them new units to the Sheriffs to replevy their cattle. 

But on the 7th August a Court was held at Findeme, where many of the 
tenants of Magna Uvera ctcknowledged themselves to be the Abbofs villains, and 
prayed for the release of their cattle. They were told to present themselves at the 
next County Court, when an answer wouldbe given them. 
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On the 8th Auaust^ in the presence of 0» de Clifton^ the Sherif of Derhyehire^ 
Sir William de Hondeeacre^ Sir Robert de Warda, Sir Robert de Staunton, Sir 
John Grim, Sir Alured de Sulevey, Sir Ralph de Mungoy^ Sir Henry de 
Braylesfort, and Sir Henry de Chaundoys, Knights, and many other freeholders^ 
Nicholas, son of William {the Provost), and Jive other tenants, came and acknoto- 
leged themselves to be natives at the wUl of their lord (" TuUivos ad voluntatem 
domini"), and pledged themselves not to stie out any writ against their lord; and 
this was enrolled on the County Roll Q*in rotulo VomitatHs^'), Henry Abhot of 
(/vera, and eleven other tenants, having appeared as plaintiffs against the Abboty 
complaining that he and his men had come in the night to their hottses at Uveroy 
and had unjustly taken away their goods and chattels, the Abbot defended the 
suit, stating he had taken none of ih^ goods, because he had taken his own goods 
only, because beina villains they held nothing " extra ventrem,** And the said 
Henry and the otner tenants by John de Lokinton their speaker (" narratorem 
suum*'), said they were free men, and put themselves on the Country {i.e,, appealed to 
a jury). The BaUiff of Morleston was therefore ordered to make inquMum into 
the fact, and return it to the next County Court, 

William de Derleye and six others who had sued the Abbot came and 
acknowledged themselves to be villains at this Court. 

Folio 91. 

WUliam son of Henry and thirteen other tenants who had sued the Abbot at 
the same Court, withdrew their plea ; they and their sureties for the prosecution 
were therefore " in misericordid. 

On the 9th Augtut the Abbot held a Court at Findeme. William de Derley^ 
bom at Henovere, came and acknowledged himself to be the Abbots native, 
holding at the will of the Abbot in villena^e two bovates, and giving " Sttich " 
every year and " Marchetum," and on account of ancient customs two hens at 
Xmas and 20 eggs at Easter ; and because he came freely {^^ gratis") he retained 
his lands as he formerly held them ; and he gave for his transgression half a 
mark, and he swore fealty, and that he would come and go at the unll of the 
Abbot. 

William son of William atte Chirchestile came and acknowledged himself to 
be the Abbots native as above, and for his transgression, and for two bovates of 
land which his father had held, and which Nicholas Orgar held, he made a fine 
of 3 marks, and he would do all as the aforesaid William {de Derley). 

Thirty other tenants named submit and are re-admitted into their holdings 
in the same way at this Court. 

The land of AlicTU/ra, the widow of Nicholas de Brunlaston, was committed to 
Richard fits Robert, Nicholas Orgar, and Thomas le Halfweni to stipport the 
said Alienora, and for which they were to pay lOs. annually. At the same 
Court, Agnes the daughter of Henry Babon came and acknxywledged herself to be 
a native of the Abbot, and made fine of 3 marks for 2 bovates of land, and 'gave 
half a mark for license to marry Menry de Herkore, and made oath as the 
others. 

On the VigU of the Assumption three more of the tenants submitted, amongst 
them Henry son of Nicholas, the ringleader of the malcontents. 

On the \^th September Richard Champiun and William son of Bobbe were 
conducted to Burton and put into the stocks (in compede)from the morning till 
vespers, which they prayed for pardon with great humility, acknowledging them- 
seives to be the Abbots villains. They were released for that night, and in the 
morning on the morrow they voluntarily submitted themselves again to the stocks, 
and were released. William gave to the Abbot half of all the com growing on 
his land for his transaressum, and for a fine to have two bovates of land. 
Richard also gave hatf his growing com to the Abbot. Two other tenants 
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mihmitted on this day, and Henry the Forester^ a native of the Lord Edmund 
{the King's brother), made fine of 20s. for his chattels and for permission to give 
up the land he held of the Abbot,

De advocatione Ecclesias de AldtUvestre, 

John de Clinton brought a writ of auare impedit against the Abbot respect- 
ing the advowson of the Chv/rch of Alavlvestre, and the Abbot brought a vrit of 
last presentation against the same John on the Octaves of the Puri/tcation of the 
Blessed Virgin Mary, 16 JS. II, The plea was terminated in the Common Bench 
at York on the day above named, before the Lord William de Bereford, the Chief 
Justice of the Common Bench {Communis BancC), and William de Herle, etc. 
Roll 134, tiu stated below, 

Plaeita apud JSbor coram W. de Bereford et sociis suis, Justiciariis Domini 
Reais de Banco in Octabis Purificationis Beatce Marias anno regni Regis Edwardx 
filii Regis Edwardi sextodecimo. 

Translation. 

An assize, eta, of last presentation to the Church of Aldulvestre, the ad- 
Towson of which the Abbot of Burton claimed against John de Cljnton of 
Matestoke. 

The Abbot pleaded that Thomas de Pakington his predecessor had last 
presented to the Church one William de la Warde, who had been admitted 
and instituted, and that on a previous vacancy the same Thomas had presented 
one Adam de Walton to the same Church, who had been admitted and 
instituted, and on the vacancy before that John de Stafford, formerly Abbot 
of Burton, had presented one Osbert de Bereford, who had been admitted and 
instituted in the time of King Edward the father of the Kinff. And John de 
Oynton stated that the presentation belonged to him, inasmuch as one Thomas 
de Clynton, his great grandfather {proavus), had been seised of the advowson, 
and had presented one Adam de Chetewynd, who had been admitted and 
instituted on his presentation ; and the said Thomas had ffiven the advowson 
to one Thomas de Cl3mton and Matilda his wife, to be held by them and the 
heirs of their bodies; and from the said Thomas and Matilda the right 
descended to John their son and heir, and from John to this John his son and 
heir, who now pleads ; and as to the presentations made by the Abbot, they 
ought not to prejudice his ri^ht, because they were made during the time 
that the said Matilda and Jonn son of John held in fee tail {per feodum 
talliatum). 

And the Abbot stated that the said Thomas de Clynton, the great grand- 
father, was seised of the advowson, and presented to the Church one Walter 
de Clynton, who had been admitted and instituted in the reign of King Henry 
the grandfather of the King, and he had afterwards granted the advowson to 
Osbert his son, and the said Osbert had granted it by his charter to John de 
Stafford, formerly Abbot of Burton, to be held by him and his successors ; and 
a fine had been subsequently levied 55 H. III. between the said John Abbot 
of Burton and Osbert son of Thomas de Clvntcm respecting a messuage in 
Aldulvestre and the advowson of the said Church, by which the said CSbert 
had acknowledged the advowson to be the right of the Abbot and his Church. 

Likewise in the third year of Kinff Edward the King's father, Thomas de 
Clynton the great grandfather had orou^^ht an assize of last presentation 
against the same Jonn de Stafford, the Abbot's predecessor, respecting the 
advowson of the same Church, and the said Thomas had then acKnowledged 
the quit daim made to the Aobot's predecessor, etc. A verdict was given in 
favour of the Abbot, who remitted his damages against the said John de 
Clinton. 
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Folios 94 and 95. 

Processus de francoplegio de Huncyndon non inveniendo prima per 
petUionem in Parliamento preterea per inquisitionem et certifica- 
tionem ac demum per jvdidum omnitim Justiciariomm, et 
Barmium de Scaccario prout sequitur. 

This M a long and intricate account of the process respectina the vieio of 
frankpledae of Huncvndon^ Thomas Ecurl of Lancaster having denied the Abbors 
right, ana distrained his men to appear at the EarVs Hundred Court of Wyrkes- 
worth. 

The first instrument is a mandate of King Edward II., dated the ^th April, 
17 th year of his reign, assigning Philip de Somennlle, Henry de Hamburi, and 
Roger Hillary to make an inquisition upon oath into the matter in the presence 
of the " custos " of his Wapentake of Wyrkeeworth. The inquisition was to 
return whether '^ utrum predtctum manerium in manus predidi Abbatis eaistens 
aliquo tempore hamelettum predecessorwm ipsius Abbatis et homines in eodem 
hamdetto residentes fuissent nee ne, et si etc. tunc quo tempore et qtuiliter et quo 
m4)do et si iidem residentes qui tunc fuerunt, fuissent liberi tenentes ipsitu 
Abbatis an nativi sui, et si liberi tenentes, tunc de quo tenuerunt et per quod 
servitium et qualiter et quo modo et quo tempore hamelettum predictum primo 
devenit ad manus Abbatis loci predicti. Et si iidem homines dum in hameletto 
predicto residebant hujus^ francumplegium invenvre solebant nee ne, et si sic, ttmo 
qualiter et quo modo et aa qua et qualia presentando et ubi etc. 

The inquisition was taken at Ashbume on the morrow of the Apostles S3. 
Peter and Paul, 17 E. II., and stated that Roger de Huncmdon, formerly lord 
of the hamlet of Hurt/cyitdon, had enfeoffed Laurence, Abbot of Burton, of a 
mMsuage and eighty acres of land in the said hamlet, which he held in demesne in 
the titne of King Henry me grandfather of the present King, to be held by him 
and his successors of Robert de Thorp his lord by the service of 2d. annually; and 
the same Abbot afterwards acquired from Robert de Thorp the rent in question^ 
and the service of seven free tenants of the said hamlet, who ^'attomea^ them' 
selves to the said Abbot for the same services; and all the aforesaid tenants 
rendered to the lord of the Wapentake 2«. Zd. ** adpalefridum ; *' and the said 
tenants found a fraiUcpledae (^*unum francumpleagium ) to make presentments 
at the said Wapentake of Wyrkesworth in oo. Deroy evertj three weeks respecting 
the infractions of the assize of bread and beer and effusions of blood, and the 
raising of hue and cry and wayfs when such occurred, and all other matters which 
pertain^ to the view of frankpledge. Also that all the said tenants were 
accustomed to plough with one " caruca" once a year at Lent for the lord of the 
Wapentake, who found them food, or dse they gave \\d., and they had to find a 
man to sow once a year in the autumn, or they gave a farthing. And afterwa'i ds 
the Abbot Thomas, the successor of the Abbot Laurence, acquired all the said 
lands and tenements which the said tenants held, to hold in demesne as of fee 
by the license of King Edward the father of the present King, and to be held of the 
capital lords of the fee; and after the said Abbot Thomas had thus acquired all the 
hamlet, which they now call a manor, he found no frankpledae^ because there were 
no tenants resident in the said manor. And they say that Thomas, late Earl of 
Lancaster, had caused the Abbot John to be amerced, and also the Abbot William^ 
in the sum of £\Q at various times, because they would not find a frankpledge to 
make presentments at the aforesaid Wapentake ('' eo quod noluerunt invenire 
unum francumplegf^ium ad presentandum adpredictwm Wapentakum ut supra, 
ratione maneni sut de Huncyndon **), and that the j^ea between the said Earl and 
the Abbot was pending in the Court of the Kin^s Justices de Banco at the time 
of the death of the said Earl. 

A verdict tww given in the Court of Exchequer at Hillary term, IS E. II., in

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favour of the Abbot. It states, after detailing the facts as given above, ^* propter 
qtuxiviaetur Thesawrario et Baronibtu et alits prenominatis de ConsUto Regis 
quod ex quo dictum hanielettum integre devenit ad manus predicti Abbatis in 
dominico et nulli tcTierUes fuerunt ibidem residentes preaictus Comes injuste 
exigebat ajprefatis Johanne et Willelmo Abbatibus unum francumpUggium ad 
presentandiim ad visum predictum ubi viri religiosi non tenentur hujusmodi 
francumpleggium irvoenirepro terris quae tenent in dominico, et in quibus tenentes 
non fuerunt residentes," etc,

De advocatione Ecclesice de Aldtdvestre, 

Placita apud Ebor coram TF. de Herle et sociis suis Justiciariis Domini

This is the official record of another suit respecting the advowson ofAustrey, 
CO. Warwick, between the Aobot and John, Bishop of ]^y : the Bishop having 
intervened in consequence of an alleged collusive verdict having-been given upon 
thefonner occasion; but the Court find in favour of the Abbot.^

This is an inquisition taken by Geoffrey de Oreseleye^ Henry de Braylisfordy 
and Hugh Tefnerey^ the collectors of the fifteenth in co, Derby ^ by writ of King 
Edward^ dated from York, 22nd June, in the thirty-first year of his reign, to 
inquire into the liability of the Abhors lands in the above manors to taxation. 
The Jury, viz., Robert de Muntjoye, Thomas le Pouer, Edmund de Aston, Roger 
de Somervyle, Ralph de Oumey, Ralph de Irlande, Adam de Linton, Peter le 
Porter, John son^ Robert de Herteshome, William I>avy of Drakelowe, William 
le Palmer, and Thomas de Thurleston, " Clen'cus," stated that the Church of 
Burton was endowed vnth Overa and its members of Appvlby and WinshuU 
excepting four bovates of land in Parva Overa and three oovates in Findeme, 
which were a lay fee, and that all the goods of the Abbot and Convent in those 
manors were " spvritualia,^' excepting those which came (provenientibus) from 
the aforesaid seven bovates of land.

This is the cuscount of a suit in the county court between the Abbot and 
Geoffrey de Oresley respecting the boundaries of their respective lands of 
StapenhiU and Drakelow, the aispute indudina the right to three islands and 
a fishery. The Abbot in his claim states that his predecessor Nicholas de 
Abendon the Abbot, was seised of the lands, etc., in dispute in the time of King 
Henry the arandfather of the reigning King. The account ends by Geoffrey 
' stating he nod appealed to a great assize of the Lord the King, and the 
Abbot denyina this fact, which would have withdrawn the suit from the County 
Cowrt, ^* et iaeo per considerationem ComitatHs dictum est ipsi Galjrido qu>od 
perquvrat sibi breve de * Pone.^ " * (No date.)

The jwry presented that the Abbot of Burton held Hominglowe, Stretton, and 
Brontiston of the manor of Burton, viz., six hides of land which were geldabUj 
and for which the King used to receive annuaUy a mark for view of frankpledge 
and a mark for the Sheriffs aid, and WaJcefe and suit at the hundred every

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three weeks, and at the County Court every month ; and the predecessors of the 
Abbot had withheld the said 2 marks and suit of court for the kut forty years. 

The Abbot stated the King was in seisin of the mark for view of frankpledgej 
and 1 1a, for the Sherds Toum and Wakefe, and that he performed suit to County 
and Hundred; and the Sheriff testified the same; and as to the 28</. of residue 
daimedfor the King, the Abbot stated the King had never received them, A jury 
find in favour of the Abbot, Retpecting free warren in Burton, the Abbot pro^ 
duced the charter of King John, and it was allowed him. Respecting liberties, 
the Abbot claimed to have view of frankpledge, amends of assize of bread and 
beer, warren, gallows, wayf, infongenethef, a fair every year of three days* dura- 
tion, and a market every week at Burton on Thursdays, 

For the fair and market the Abbot produced a charter of King Henry, and 
they were atlowed to him. 

As regarded infongenethef and warren the Abbot produced a charter of King 
Henry, and they were allowed; and as regarded wayf, and the other liberties, he 
pleaded that he and his predecessors had possessed them from tims out of memory, 
and appealed to a jury, which gave a verdict in his favour, 

Pirhvlle de Lihertatibus, . 

In Firehill Hundred the Abbot claimed a weekly market in his manor of 
Bromley on Wednesdays, and a yearly fair of three dayi duration, and produced 
a charter of King Henry HI, granting them. They were therefore allowed. He 
also claimed free warren, as in the Hundred of Offlow, 

The jury presented that the Abbot of Burton holds the manor of Bromley of 
the King in capite, which used to do suit to the Hundred of PvrehUl every three 
weeks, and pay to the King by the hands of the Sheriff Qd. for the Sheriff's aid, 
and 6d, for Frithfe, and I2d. for the Frovosfs aid. The Abbot appeared and 
stated he performed suit and made the payments as above stated, and this was 
confirmed by the Sheriff,

John Deken of Bursicote had issue Felicia and Robert the Chaplain, and 
he ga/oe Felicia in marriage to Symon the Carpenter, and he gave with her 
a burgaae in Burton in frank marriage, and the said Symon afterwards 
acquirea half a burgage from Robert IHxi and built upon it, Symon had 
issue by Felicia, Ralph, Lettice, and Ralph the Chaplain, and after the death of 
Felicia he married Baeilia, who is now living. And the said Ralph who was 
heir to the burgage and a half was not decently maintained {nonfuit sustinatus 
decenter), and Robert de Bursicote the Chaplain^ the tmde of the child on the 
mother's side, took possession of the said burgage and a hcUf by a conveyance 
{traditionem) of the said Symon for the maintenance and mucation of Ralph 
{sine cartd). On his death {quo morto) the said Ralph, son and heir of the said 
Symon {the villain of the Abbot), being made a Chaplain^ made a fine with the 
Abbot to hold the burgaae lor his life.

Translation. 

An assize came to make recognition if William, Abbot of Burton, and others 
named, had unjustly disseised William de Tymmor and Elizabeth his wife of 
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their free tenement in Egynton, WilliAm and Elizabeth complaining that 
the defendants had disseised them of an acre of land. 

The Abbot pleaded by Matthew de Yilers, who appeared for. him, that 
William and Elizabeth were in seisin of the land at the date the writ was sued 
oat, viz., on the 2l8t December, in the 11th year of the King's I'eign, and that 
the land in question was formerly in seisin of one Ermentrude de Stafford, the 
predecessor of the said Elizabeth, who is one of the heirs of Ermentrude ; and 
Ermentrude had granted to his predecessor all easements pertaining to the 
Abbot's mill of Stretton, for the purpose of strengthening and mending the 
mill pool of it, and to take earth, etc., at their wiU for tnat purpose, and he 
produced the deed of Ermentrude. The jury find in favour of the Abbot 

Folio 113. 

This folio contains the history of the prosecution of the Abbot of Burton for 
fraudulently concealina and disposing of the goods and chattds of Thomas 
Earl of Lancaster, who was beheaded and attaifUed VI E, II, The account 
(draum up in the form of a memorandum) states that when John de Stonor, 
Robert de Jfalmerthorp, and other Justices of the King were at Tuttdyury m.aking 
inquiry into the forfeited goods and chattels of Thomas Earl of Lancaster^ tha 
King's enemy y and of others his accomplices^ at the Feast of St. Martin^ 17 E. II., 
the Abbot of Burton was malicioustv attached to answer before them, by the 
presentment of the Hundred of Pyrehdl and the Liberty of the Bishop of Chester, 
for being illegally in possession (per ipsum occupatis) of 4001. worth of the said 
effects. And the Abbot appeared anct denied the accusationy and put himself on 
the Country (i.e., appealea to a jury). The jury by the malicious rxmtrivanoe 
(per maliciosam procurationem) of John de Migjiers teas composed of enemies and 
evil wishers (malivolis) of the Abbot, viz,, of Sir Hugh de Jfenille, Sir. Philip de 
Barinton, Sir Thomas de Pipe, Knights, and William de Freford, John de 
Migners, Roger de Aston, WilMam de Tomenhom, Robert Mauveysin, John d^ 
Benteleye, John de Perton, Geoffrey de Wasteneys, and Robert U Hunte, who 
falsdy found a verdict that the Abbot had taken possession of 300^. worth of the 
chattels of the Kin^s enemies which had been forfeited,by which verdict the Abbot 
was attainted {attinctus) of the said 900/. 

Upon this the Abbot with several of the monks went to the King at YoxhaU, and 
solemnly swore before him that they were not guilty of the transgression laid to 
their charge ; ana the King of his own free ^racepromised them pardon for it. In 
the meantime there came a writ from the King's Exchequer to levy the 300Z. from the 
goods of the monastery, and the Abbot went again to the Kino at Derby, and a 
day was aligned to him to be in London at the Feast of tne Purification, 18 
E. II., to hear the King^s toill ; and this was then dedared by Svr Hugh le 
De^pencer, junior, and others of the Kirig^s Council, to this effect, viz., that the 
Abbot ana the monks who were with him, viz.. Brothers Robert de StapenhuUe 
and Robert de Pakinton, should make oath as to all they knew respective the 
goods of the Earl which had been in the possession of the Abbot, and that for the 
rest they should receive the King^s pardon {^^jurarent ad cognoscendum veritatem 
de bonis per ipsum Abbatem occupatis,^ et ae residue fieret eis perdonum ") / and 
they delivered the follouring statement upon oath to if agister Robert de BcUdoky 
the King's Chancellor.

The Abbot of Burton-upon-Trent was summoned to show by what 
warrant he claimed to have free warren in his manors of Stapenhull and Overe 
and their members, and to have sok and sak and theme and infangenethef, 
and totum corrodiuniy and that all his men should be quit of toll, pontagiumy 
passagium^ and all other customs. The Abbot produced the charter of King 
Henry III. granting all the above franchises to his house ; and the King's 
attorney WiUiam de Denum then prayed that inquiry might be made by a 
jury as to the use of them since the date of the charter. * 

The jury say that from the time of the charter the Abbot and his 
predecessors had made full use (bene usi sunt) of free warren in the said 
manors, and of infangenthef in the manor of Overe and its members, but it had 
often happened that a robber taken open handed {cam manuoperte) in the 
manor of Stapenhull at suit of the peace {ad sectam pacis)^ was indicted in the 
Hundred of Repyndon ; and in the same way of infangethef, they say it was not 
used in the manor of Stapenhull, and the Abbot had no gallows there. It 
was therefore adjudged that the said liberty of infangenthef should be taken 
into the Kind's hands. Afterwards Thomas de Tuttebyry and Robert de 
fVndeme made fine with the King of 20s, for the Abbot to have back the 
liberty, and the Abbot was told to erect a gallows there {et dictum est ei 
quod levet furcas)*

These two charters occupy the last six folios of the Chartulary, and are 
written in a much larger hana than the other parts of the Chartulary. These 
folios likewise are unnumbered, and apparently formed originally no part of 
the Chartulary.

The hidation of manors is generally supposed to have been a 
rough assessment of vahie for the collection of the Danegelt, and 
to date from the time of King Ethelred, or about sixty years before 
the Conquest, but it is probably much more ancient. In the south 
of England, where more land had been brought under cultivation, 
the assessment was comparatively high, and the hide averages, it is 
believed, about 500 acres. In Staffordshire the average is nearer 
1,000 acres. 

Taking the hide at 1,000 acres, the following table of mensura- 
tion may be compiled for Staffordshire as a means of comparison 
with modern measures. 

The knight's fee in Staffordshire usually consisted of three 
hides. 

Scutage or knight'u fee = 3 hides = 3,000 statute acres approximately. 

1 hide = 1,000 statute acres. 

1 carucate = jths of a hide = 750 statute acres. 

1 virgate = ith = 250 statute acres. 

1 acra = -^tn of a virgate = about 20 statute acres. 
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According to the other table of mensaration in the Evesham 
Chartulary — 

1 bovate = Jth. of a canicate = 

1 acra =1^*^ >• bovate = 

I am unable to suggest any clue to the discrepanciea between 
the above tables, which are written in juxtaposition to one another 
as in the text. They seem to indicate, however, a very loose and 
ambiguous system of mensuration, and the medieeval acra appears 
to have had in fact two different significations, according as it was 
employed as a proportionate part of a virgate or of a bovate of 
land. 

Some writers consider the caracate and the hide to be identical, 
but I am inclined to believe that the caracate was introduced to 
assist in the computation of measures of land, and to serve much 
the same purpose as the mark in the computations of money. All 
original tables of mensuration are based on simple multiples of 
two : and when it became necessary to multiply or divide by three, 
without any knowledge of vulgar fractions, difficulties immediately 
presented themselves, and to ^ese we owe the introduction of the 
carucate and the mark.

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THE STAFFORDSHIRE HUNDRED ROLLS. 



The Hundred Bolls are inquisitions taken by a jury of knights 
and freeholders of each Hundred, in pursuance of special commis- 
sions issued by the King. 

The earliest Hundred Rolls extant are those of 39 H. III., i.e,, 
A.D. 1255. Of these, the Annals of Burton (printed) contain an 
account, including the articles of enquiry, taken evidently from the 
original "writ, and which are not to be found elsewhere. The 
Chronicle says : — 

^*Eodem tempore, missi sutU per regnvm Justiciarii ad inqwm- 
tionem facienduin, super artictdis subsequerUibtis. Domintis Henricus 
de Bathonia cum sodis suis sedit apvd Notingham, qui ibidem se bono 
modo et curialiter hahuerunt; similiter et alii per totum regnum, 
Domirms Phillipo Lovd apud Staffordiam durius et a^sperivs se 
haberUe, etc," 

It then proceeds tib detail the articles of enquiry as follows : — 
The lights or liberties of the Crown, abstracted or diminished. 
Of suits, i,e., service due to the County and Hundred Courts 
by the respective manors, and which had been withdrawn. 

The demesne manors of the Eling, and suit of mills within 
them, and any purprestures (encroachments) upon them. 

On the state of the King's forests and Hayes, and wcuste and 
destruction, or encroachment within them. 

Of those who held pleas of forbidden distress, or view of 
frankpledge without the Sheriff, and without warrant to that 
effect. 

Of churches in the King's gift, and of widows and infanti^ 
at the disposal of the King, etc. 

Another special commission, calling for similar information, 
was issued by Edward I. in the second year of his reign. Under 
this commission the articles of enquiry were further extended, 
including, in addition to usurpations on the rights of the Crown, 
a return of knights' fees and Sei-geanties, and an account of 
any source of revenue diminished by alienations made without 
license to religious bodies or other persons. ALbo, all excesses 
of Sheriffs, Coroners, Escheators, or other Bailiffs of the King.

The Record Commissioners printed all the Hundred Rolls 
which were known to exist at the date of their publications; 
but a further search of the Old Chapter House Records has brought 
to light additional rolls of this description, including amongst them 
a complete Roll of the Seisdon Hundred of Staffordshire of 39 H. 
III., and a fragment of a Roll of Totmonslowe, of 3 K I. These 
two latter documents (translated into English) are now printed for 
the first time. 

The Hundred Rolls of Staffordshire therefore now available for 
historical purposes are : —

It is impossible to overestimate the value of the Hundred 
Rolls for local history; they show at a glance the owner of 
every manor, or part of a manor, if it should be divided; the 
chief lord of whom it is held; the service by which it is held; 
its hidage, t.e., the value at which it is assessed for taxation,^ 
and many other particulars of use to the historian. 

Nor is their value confined to historical purposes only: 
the manor, township, or villa of former days was the fiscal 
unit, the Sheriff and his bailiffs collecting the taxation by 

* The hidage of the Hundred Bolls corresponds verj doselj with that given hy 
Domesday; where there is a discrepancy, it can usually be accounted for by the 
partial afforestation of a manor, or the elemoeination of it to a religious house. 
Thus the hidage of Morf is greatly reduced from the Domesday computation owing, 
no doubt, to the creation or extension of Kinyer Forest. The hidage of Wrottesley 
is reduced one-half, viz., from two hides to one hide ; and this arose probably from 
the grant of it to Evesham Abbey. Those portions of a manor which were " de 
victu monachorum ** were not geldable, and this part would be represented in the 
case of Wrottesley by the chief rent of 2 marks paid to the Abbey. 
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means of the Beeves or Provosts of the manor. The townships 
thus separately assessed corresponded to the ancient manors, 
and the Hundred Eolls in this way afford important legal 
evidence when manorial rights are in question. 

It is not considered necessary as a rule to reproduce in 
these Collections matter which has already appeared in print 
elsewhere; but as many of our subscribers may not have ready 
access to the volumes above mentioned, I append below a list 
of the lords of manors 39-40 H. III., as given by the three 
Hundred RoUs of Cuttleston, Offlow, and Seisdon : —

Eobert de Bisshoppuri holds a hide and a half in Great Penne 
of William de Burmingham, of the fee of Koger de Someri, rendering 
for frankpledge 18d., and for Sheriff's aid 18d., and Hundred aid 6d,, 
and he does suit to County and Hundred, and it is geldable ; and the 
Bishop of Chester has the donation of the Church by the gift of his 
(t.e., Eobert's)ancestors; and William de Longok made a purpresture 
of three acres, value 12d. ; and Thomas, son of Stephen de Fonte, 
holds an acre of purpresture, value 4Ld. 

John de Grenhul and his coparceners hold a hide of land in 
MoiiESLEYE of Robert de Esington, of the fee of Roger de Someri, 
rendering for frankpledge 12rf., and Sheriff's aid 12d., and Hundred 
aid 4d,, and they do suit to County and Hundred, and it is geldable. 
Adam son of Adam holds half an acre of assart, value 3d. ; Richard 
Rufus holds half a rood of purpresture, value {d. 

The Lord the King holds the Manor of Totenhale in his hands, 
and receives annually of the old ferm £3 10s., and of the new 
increment lis. 2^d.y saving tallage at the King's pleasure ; and he 
has the donation of the Deanery of the Church ; and Henry de 
Wengham holds it of the gift of the King,^ and it is worth yearly 
50 marks, with five prebends, and he gives for frankpledge half a 
mark ; and Elias the Canon holds an acre of purpresture of the 
Canon's fee and one rood, and it is worth bd, and Robert le Warre 
holds half an acre of purpresture of the same (fee), value 2d, ; also 
Robert son of Isabel and William son of Swane hold four acres of 
purpresture, value 16d. ; and Alexander the forester holds an acre 
and a half of purpresture, value 6e2. The same Alexander holds a 
rood of purpresture value Is. Of pleas and perquisites the Bailiff 
renders to the Sheriff 20a. annually ; and John fitz Philip takes for 
purpresture of underwood and pasturage 5a. 4d. annually ; and the 
same John receives from the Feast of Michaelmas to the Feast of 
St. Martin {de Kingesley written aiove the line) his chapuras for a 
horse 4d., and for an ox 2d., and for a pig Id., and for five poneys

of 9a. 4d, ; and he has a free court, it is not known by what warrant, 
and he does suit at two general Hundreds on requisition. (Etfacit 
sectam ad duo generalia Hundreda ad cu)'iam suam exigendam,) 

The Abbot of Bordesley holds the vill of Terdebigoe of the 
gift of the King in free alms, and he has a free court, and does 
suit at two general Hundreds on requisition {ad curiam suam 
eQcigendam)y and the Abbot was enfeofifed by King Henry the grand- 
father of the present King. 

John de Perton holds three hides of land in the same, of the 
Lord the King, by service of sergeanty, viz., in Wales with horses 
and arms for eight days at his own cost ; and if he stays longer, he 
has 8rf. per diem from the purse of the Lord the King ( ex bursd 
Domini Regis), and he has a free court, and does suit at two general 
Hundreds on requisition, etc. {as hefore), and he gives 3s. for frank- 
pledge ; and Balph de Perton alienated two and a half virgates of 
land, for which the King receives annually 5& 9d. as a fine imposed 
by Robert Passelewe {ex excvsionevi Boberti Fasselewe) and Henry 
de Wengham, the Kiug's eschaetor. 

John de Burgo holds two hides of land of the King in the

the Manor of Tetenhale. Of sales and gifts of the Sokemen: they 
say that Nicholas de Oken* sold a certain portion of land and a 
moor to the Abbot of Crokesdene, but he renders his full ferm to 
the King ; and he sold another portion of land to Giles de Erdinton, 
whence Giles has the mill and the wood, and the land amounts 
to three acres. 

Guy de Roches holds the Manor of Wolvrenhampton by reason 
of the custody of Henry de Hasting, by the gift of the King, and 
receiving annually £15 3s. l^d. in exchange for his (Henry's) share of 
the inheritance of the Earldom of Chester ; and he has a free court,

6d., which 

the said John receives, and he has a free court, and does suit at 

two general Hundreds (ad curiam suam exigendam), and the King's 

manor appears by twelve (before the Justices) and 

he has the donation of the Church, and Leo now holds it, and it is 

worth 20 marks annually ; and the said John holds the Castle of 

Sturtun with the wood of • • . le, and the wood belongs to the 

kitchen (coquina) of the Castle of Sturton ; and out of the wood he 
has pannage and herbage from the Feast of St. Michael to the 

Feast of St. Martin, and there is no castle guard appurtenant to 

the said castle (et ad dictum castellum no7i pertinet aliquid wardum); 

and it is not known by what warrant he holds the said Castle of 

Sturton, and he has a tallage whenever the King tallages his 

manors by precept of the Lord the King ; and they say that John de 

Holbarewe has goats in the forest. 

Soger de Somery holds the Manor of Seggesle in capite of the 
King, and he has a free court, and does suit at two general 
Hundreds on requisition (ad curiam suam, etc), and he has a warren, 
and a free chase in the Haye of Seggesle and in the wood of 
Penn, it is not known by what warrant ; and the Prior of Duddele 
holds the Church of Seggesle to his own use, by the gift of the 
ancestors of Boger, and it is worth 20 marks, and the King's manor 
appears by twelve (before the Justices;. 

Eoger de Somery holds the Manor of Swineford of the Lord the 
King at fee farm, and the manors of Clent and of Mere, rendering 
annually by the hands of the Sheriff of Staffordshire 40 marks, and 
he has a free c(»urt, and does suit at two general Hundreds (ad 
liberam curiam suam exigendam), and he has the donation of the 
Churches of the said manors, and he has a tallage when the King 
tallages his manors, and he has warren and a free chase in . . . 
but it is not known by what warrant ; and William de Halhutun 
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holds the Church of Swineford, and it is worth 16 marks, and John 
Walerand has the Church of Clent, which is worth 10 marks ; and 
the Manors of Swineford and Clent speak by twelve (before the 
Justices) ; and Henry de Adenbrok has a purpresture of five acres 
of the King's demesne, and the value of the acre is Ad.; and EUas 
Blundus has two acres of purpresture in the same manor, value 8rf. 
And of rights, and liberties, and hidage subtracted from the 
King, they have nothing to say beyond what is stated above. Tfie 
rest of the roll (aiout fifteen lines) is Ulegihle from discoloration and

HUNDRED OF TOTMONSLOW. 

An Inquisition made in the county of Stafford, concerning the 
Hundred of Tatemaneslowe, coram Inquirantibus of the Lord the 
King, viz., Sir Eichard de Fokeram and Osbert de Berescote, by a 
jury of the same Hundred, viz., Sir Philip de Draycote, Eoger de 
Vemey, Kichard de Acovere, Henry de Casterne, Benedict de 
Botertone, John de Beveresfort (Beresford) in Verselowe, Symon 
Basset, William Meverel in Ylum, Walter le Mareschal in Fenton, 
Eichard de Stoke in Leye, Eobert de Acovere in Denston, Eobert 
de Chetelton, Eobert de Gretewis, Eichard de Eodeyert : who say 
that the Lord Edmund, the King's brother, holds the Manor of 
Uttokeshalb (Uttoxeter) of the King in capite for one knight's fee ; 
and John de Verdun held Crakemerch and Crethton for one 
knight's fee of the same Edmund and of the same manor ; and 
Thomas de Ferars holds Loghesle of the same Edmund and of the 
jsame manor for one-fourth of a knight's fee, and the manor of 
Alveton is held of the King in capite for one knight's fee, and is 
now in the King's hands by the death of John de Verdun ;^ and 
Henry de Aldithelee holds of the same manor, i.e, (Alton), 
Aldithelee and Enedone, by the service of a knight's fee ; and the 
Abbey of Eoweoestrb is held of the King in free alms and by 
feoflftnent of donors and by confirmation of the Lord King Henry, 
and it was of the fee of the Earl of Chester ; and the Abbot of 
Deulacres holds the Manor of Lek of the King in capite, and it 
used to be of the liberty of Chester ; and the Abbot of Hulton holds

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MiXENE, and it used to be held of the Xing in fee farm, viz., by 
the service of bs., and a cartload of hay, and an iron fork paid to 
the Manor of Pekchul. Of the ferm of the Hundreds, they say 
that WiUiam de Kaversewelle holds the Hundred of Tatemoneslowe 
by charter of the King for £10 yearly, and it is worth £10, and he 
held the same Hundred sixteen years ago; and the Barons of 
Alstanesfelt, viz., Henry de Aldithelee and his other coparceners, 
give a mark annually to the SheriflF for view of frankpledge, and 
the Sheriff was accustomed to hold a court there annually,or receive a 
fine, and it was first withheld in the time of Hugh Despencer ; ' and 
the Abbot of Rowecestre gives 10s. for view of frankpledge ; and 
the Manor of Mathelefell (Mayfield) gives 20$. for the same; 
nevertheless the Sheriff entered the said Liberty after the Feast of 
St. Michael to hold a court there ; and from Kingestone for view 
of frankpledge 3s. annually. Of ancient suits or other things with- 
held from the King, they say that the tenants of the lands, viz., 
William de Wythilehe, Lawrence de Charpeclif, William de 
Padewick, and three others named, used to be geldable to the 
Hundred, and it has been withdrawn for a long time, viz., from the 
time of, Nicholas de Verdun, to his Liberty of Alveton; and other 
tenants, viz., Henry de le Athenehurst and four others named used 
to be geldable to the Hundred, but ai'e now appropriated to the 
Liberty of the Abbot of Hulton, viz., to his Manor of Brademore, 
by the power and the force of Henry de Aldithelee ; and the Grange 
of Dogge-Chedle used to be geldable to the Hundred, and has now 
been appropriated to the Abbey of Crokesdene for thirty years past ; 
and the Grange of Felde (Field) used to be geldable, and is now 
appropriated by the Abbot of Deulacres ; and it was alienated by 
Alina de St Maur; and the above Grange of Ghedle was alienated 
by John de Saucheverel and by Henry his son; and Henry de 
Aldithelee holds a free court at Horton, and it is not known by 
what warrant, and it used to be geldable. 

Of those who claim to have the return of writs, etc., they say 
that Edmtmd the King's brother has gallows, and assize of bread 
and beer, at TJttokeshale, but it is not known by what warrant ; 
and the Abbot of Eowecestre has gallows, etc., by charter of donors, 
and by confirmation of King Henry ; and the Prior of Totteburi 
has gallows at Mathelefelt, it is not known by what warrant ; and 
Greofirey de Greselee has gallows at Kingeston, and assizes, etc.. it is 
not known by what warrant ; and the Lord of Alveton heu% gallows 
at Alveton, and assizes, etc., it is not known by what warrant ; 
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and Henry de Aldithelee, Hugh le Despencer, and Warine 
de Vemun* have gallows, etc., but it is not known by what warrant. 

Of those who have liberties and use them otherwise than they 
ought, they say that the Abbot of Deulacres, Henry de Aldithelee, 
and the Lord of Alveton, have Sergeanties, and they take by 
force and unjustly passagium through their demesne lands and 
elsewhere. Of those who have newly appropriated to themselves 
chases and warrens, they say that Sir John de Verdun appropriated 
to himself, after the war, a wood called £inthay and Yomburi to 
his warren and free chase at Alveton ; and they used to be geldable 
to the Hundred, and answer with the vill of Chedle ; and the same 
John appropriated to himself a warren at Bomesovere (Ramsob), of 
the Bishop's fee ; and it used to be a common chase for the whole 
country ; and the same John appropriated to himself a warren at 
Vutton (Wotton), it is not known by what warrant. 

Of military fees diminished, etc., they say that the Grange of 
Chedle and the Grange of Felde are alienated to the prejudice of the 
King. 

Respecting Sheriffs who took money to conceal felonies, they say 
that John Bareil took of William the Provost of Bokenhale 
feloniously 100&, and John de Bromchulf, the Bailiff of the Hundred 
of Tatemoneslowe, took 20«. of Kobert de Lebenet feloniously, and 
also of many others of whose names they are ignorant; and 
William Rome, the Bailiff of Henry de Aldithelee, hcus in his house 
at Alstonefeld, Yun a felon and outlaw, who is brother to the said 
William; and John Bareil took a mark from Robert Oviet feloniously 
to conceal the same ; and John Bareil took 40s. from Robert Bente 
to conceal him. And they say that all the Sheriffs and sub-Sheriffs 
took money from men indicted at their Great Hundred Courts to 
admit them to bail, viz. : Hamon Lestrange and Leon his sub^ 
Sheriff, and William de Kavereswell and Walter de Hopton, and 
Urian de St. Pierre, Hugh de Mortimer, and Ralph de Mortimer ; 
and Henry Owen, the Bailiff of the Lord Edmund, took William the 
gardiner, of Uttoxeter, and William de Deulacres of the same, under 
an indictment of the Magna Curia of Uttoxeter, and sent them to 
the prison of Bruge, in the time of John Bareil ; and there they 
refused to receive them, and sent them back to Uttoxeter ; and 
Henry Owen took from them 20^. to admit them to bail And 
they say that John Bareil when sub-Sheriff took much money for 
removing men from assizes and juries, from many men of whose

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names they cure ignorant; and John de Bromchulf took much 
money for the same whilst he was Bailiff; and he took 12d. from 
Henry de Northwode, and from Adam de Hugebruge he took {no 
mm named). 

And of those who took fines from persons summoned to make 
inquisition, they say that John de Bromchulf took fines from many 
of whose names they are ignorant ; and Hervey de Leys, junior, took 
for the same an infinite quantity of money. 

And they say that William de Kavereswelle sublet the Hundred 
to John de Bromchulf for 20 marks annually, so that the said John 
had greatly vexed the people, to make avenaa in Lent, and for 
reaping in autunm, and the said John had a bailiff, Bichard de 
Stanton, who had greatly vexed the country in this way. 

And they say that whereas the Sheriff ought not to make his 
Toum but twice a year, John Bareil held his Toum twice in one 
year, and in addition, Beginald the clerk of the same John held a 
Tourn, and John de Bromchulf the Bailiff of the Hundred held a 
third Hundred Court in the same year, to the damage of the whole 
Hundred. And of those who had acted maliciously under cover 
of their of&ce, they say that Hamon Lestrange and Leo his sub-Sheriff 
took Balph de Burgo^ and imprisoned him at Stafford for a month 
and more, to the damage of the said Ealph of 20 marks ; and the 
said Balph was made to support six sermerUes of the said Hamon 
for that time, who had inflicted upon him other enormities (s[ui alia 
enarrnda ei inttUerwrU) ; and John Bareil the sub-Sheriff took Bichard 
de Swineschoch and imprisoned him, and took from him 20$. ; and 
John de Bromchulf was one of twelve journeymen, and their clerk, 
and at a certain great Toum of the Hundred in the time of Balph de 
Mortimer, he had indicted William de Acovere without the assent 
of his associate jurors, and had caused him to be imprisoned, by 
which he had been damaged to the amoimt of 20 marks. And 
Henry the Eector of the Church of Blore, the Bailiff of Henry de 
Aldithelee in Alstanefeld, took 105. from William de Narendale ; 
and John de Bromchulf took a certain maker of swords (fabrum 
gladiorvm) and imprisoned him, and took from him three swords, 
and afterwards released him spontaneously; and Alan Pes, the 
Bailiff of John de Verdun of Alveton, took six oxen and cows from 
Bichard de Buddeyert,and retained four of them, and for giving up 
two of them, took a mark from the said Bichard ; and Hamon le

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Strange, when Sheriff, took £20 from the whole county ; and the 
same Hamon and Leo his sub-Sheriff took forty head of cattle of 
the chattels of the Abbot of Hulton at Mixene, and drove them 
to Certeleye, and retfidned six of them there for the use of the 
Castle; and John Bareil took from the Abbot of Deulacres 
6 marks, and from Henry de St. Maur 2 marks. 

And they say that the Lord Edmund, the Bang's brother, took 
2 marks from Thomas de Ferars to distrain him to take knight* 
hood, by the hands of Robert de Waldechef, the constable of 
Tutteburi. 

And they say that William de Bromchulf took a mark from 
Margaret de Elkesdon for a writ of " pone," which she ought to 
have had for half a mark. 

And of those who took money for executing their office, or for 
not executing it, they say that William de Chetelton, Bertram de 
Burgo, Eobert Selwein, John de Chames, Coroners, took money for 
executing their offices, and were fined for it by the Justices 
Itinerant. And William Wyther the Coroner took 2s, at Alstanes- 
felt for the death of Mathew . . . and the other coroners took 
2s, or half a mark or more for every homicide.

PLEAS OP THE FOEEST. STAFFOEDSHIRE. 



INTRODUCTION. 



The severity of the forest laws after the conquest of England by 
the Normans, and the intolerable hardships inflicted by them upon 
the English inhabitants, have been in all ages a fruitful theme for 
much sensational writing. The Saxon writers, to whom we are 
principally indebted for the history of the period immediately 
succeeding the Conquest, have allowed their prejudices of race to 
largely bias their statements respecting their Norman conquerors, 
and the modem historian, in place of scrutinizing these chronicles 
with care, has for the most part accepted their statements 
without discrimination, and in reproducing them has in many 
instances even exaggerated their original import. 

That the penalties inflicted for breaches of the forest law were 
often cruel and barbarous there can be no doubt, but they were 
neither severe nor excessive if compared with the penalties 
inflicted by the ordinary criminal law for kindred offences, and 
their cruelty and barbarity are the characteristics of a rude and 
uncivilized age. 

A common method of exaggeration adopted by the early 
writers is to represent the heaviest penalty inflicted by these laws, 
(viz., that for killing a stag) as the common penalty for hujating in 
the royal forests. As a matter of fact, the penalties for hunting 
the lesser animals were not excessive, nor when the means 
required in men, horses, and dogs, in order to run down and kill 
a stag, and the open and rebellious spirit of contempt for the law 
which it evinced, are taken into consideration, and when moreover 
we compare the penalty for this (the capital offence of the forest) 
with those inflicted under the ordinary criminal law of the period, 
even the fearful penalty of the deprivation of sight, loses much of 
its first aspect of cruelty and vindictiveness.^ 

1 At the period in question a man was hanged for stealing goods to the value of 
12d,f which would be equivalent to perhaps 60f. of our present monejr. 
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The only forest laws in England prior to the Conquest, of 
which we have any cognizance, are those of Canute, and the 
penalties for their infraction, so far from being increased in 
severity by the Conqueror, were to some extent mitigated by him. 

The laws of Canute prescribe that '' if any freeman chases a 
beast of the forest, so that by the swiftness of the course the 
beast doth pant for breath, he shall forfeit IO5. to the King, and if 
he be not a freeman, he shall pay double, and if he be a bondman, 
he shall lose his skin.^ 

*' If a free or unf ree man shall kill any beast of the forest, he 
shall for the first offence pay double ; for the second as much, and 
the third time, shall forfeit all he is worth to the King. 

" But if either of them, by coursing or hunting, shall force a 
Boyal beast, which the English call a staggon, to pant and be out 
of breath, the freeman shall lose his natural liberty for a year, the 
other shall lose his liberty for two years, and if he be a bondman, 
he shall be reckoned for an outJaw, which the English call a 
friendless man. 

" But if any of them shall kill such a Boyal beast, the freeman 
shall lose his freedom, the other his liberty, and the bondman his 
Ufe." 

Matthew of Westminster says the Conqueror mutilated, dis- 
inherited, and imprisoned men for taking game, and he adds, si 
quis cervum vel aprum caperet oculis privahatar. 

Another assumption of modem writers, for which I can find no 
warrant, is that the right of hunting within his own territory 
which every freeman enjoyed before the Conquest had been taken 
away by the Normans. 

The laws of Canute contain the following clause : — 

" Volo ut omnis liber homo pro libito sfiw habeat venerem sive 
viridem in plants suis super terras suas, sine chaced tamen* et demUM 
onines meam, %<bicwngue earn habere voltiero" 

U. I wiU that every freeman have the game and vert upon his 

^ This ia obyiously a mistranslation, it should be, he shaU pay for it with his 
skin, i-e., oorporeaUy, for a bondman baring no property could not be fined. It 
will be observed that the penalty for a greater offence is less in a subsequent clause, 
a clear proof that the eipression in the original Danish language has been mis- 
understood.

own territory, but without the right of chase, and let all abstain 
from mine, where I may wish to have it." 

Bracton's Treatise and the Rolls show clearly enough that every 
freeman had the right of hawking, and the right of chasing and 
taking game on his own land, but he coidd not hunt beasts of 
chase on the land of others, nor could he form a preseiTe for wild 
beasts within his own territory without licence from the King. 
The liberty of hawking was the great privilege of the commonalty, 
and to this fact, no doubt, was owing much of the popularity of this 
description of sport in former days. The extension of the restric- 
tions respecting beasts of chase to winged game, by that impolitic 
prince King John, was one of the causes of the general discontent 
and insurrections of his reign. Clause 13 of the Charta de Forestft 
of 9 H. III. removes this restriction, and provides that every freeman 
shall have within his own woods, eyries of Hawks, Falcons, Eagles, 
and Herons. 

The great grievance of the people in the matter of the forests 
was not so much the stringency of the forest laws, to which they 
were accustomed, and which was common to all the kingdoms of 
Europe, as the rapid and continual extension of the limits of the 
forests at the mere will of the sovereign. These extensions 
absorbed within the forests all the neighbouring manors,* and were 
a real and substantial grievance, and one which it would be difficult 
to overestimate, but it is in connection with the extension of a 
forest in Hampshire that we find in the Chronicles the greatest 
exaggeration of which the early writers have been guilty. 

Everyone has heard the story of the New Forest: how the 
Conqueror afforested an extensive district in the south of England, 
of the number of square miles of arable land withdrawn from 
cultivation and converted into a wilderness to form a shelter 
for wild beasts and an arena for the diversion of the King. 

But what are the real facts ? 

The forest existed before the Conquest;* the whole district 
consists of a well known geological feature of which the Aldershot 
and Bagshot sands form a part, and on which nothing but heather 

^ Wlien a district is afforested it is not meant that the land had heen rendered 
a waste, but that it was included wiUiin the limits of a Bojal forest, and subject in 
consequence to aU the Texatious restrictions which are detailed further on.

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and pines will grow ; and the only origin of the story seems to be 
the name by which the forest came eo be known after the affores- 
tation of the district by the Conqueror, and the premature deaths 
of two of the Conqueror's sons whilst in the actual enjoyment of 
the chase within its bounds. This latter circumstance strongly 
affected the superstitious feelings of the age, and was too good an 
opportunity for the monkish historians to let slip ; yet it is on such 
slight foundations as these that has been built up the sensational 
story of the expulsion of the inhabitants, the burning of the 
villages and churches, and all the other incidents of an assumed 
act of despotism which brought down upon its authors the 
vengeance of Heaven. 

A forest* is an extensive territory of uncultivated ground 
maintained for wild beasts end fowls of forest, chase, and warren, 
the meers or boundaries of which are fixed, and known by 
matter of record or prescription, and to which are attached par tictUar 
officers and laws. The latter clause is essential to make a forest, 
without it such a territory would be a chace only. The so-called 
deer forests now existing in Scotland are properly speaking chaces ; 
and on the other hand Cannock Chase in Staffordshire was a Boyal 
forest* A forest included within its metes not only the King's 
lands, which were known as the King's demesne woods, but also 
many manors belonging to private lords. These lords of manors 
within a forest could not convert their land from pasture into 
arable, nor could they cut down their woods, or make any 
enclosures against the assize of the forest ; i.e., they could not make 
an enclosure which would not admit the larger game to pass freely in 
or out of the land. As some mitigation of these hardships and 
disabilities their cattle had the right of pasture within the forest. 

A forest was the highest franchise known in ancient days ; next 
in degree came the chace, which the great Barons mostly possessed. 
After that came the park, which was always enclosed ; lastly the 
free warren. These last two franchises were held by most lords of 
manors after the thirteenth century whose lands were not within 
the metes of a forest, but they could be held only by special favour

temp. E. I.| was a constant grieranoe to the Eing^s foresters. 
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and grant of the Crown. The charter of free warren always 
contained the clause, " dum tamen terrm Uke non sint infra metas 
forestce nostrce.*' 

The old legal writers were of opinion that all wild beasts and fowls 
of chase and warren belonged to the King. Bracton says 
Hdbet etiavi Bex de jure gentium in manu Sfud, quw de jure naturali 
deberent esse communia, sictU/eras bestias, et aves non domesticas ;" and 
for this reason " it was not lawful for any man to make a chase, 
park, or warren in his own freehold, or elsewhere, to preser^^e such 
beasts, without the King's grant or warrant to do so, although men 
may kill such beasts or fowls while they are wild and found out 
of any forest, chase, park, or warren ; yet as no man has any property 
in them until they have killed them, they may be said to be in 
manu Domini Regis whilst in their wild state." 

The King only could make a forest, but a subject can be seised 
of a forest, by grant of the Crown or by prescription, and the Earls 
of Lancaster had a forest and executed the forest laws within it as 
fully as the King himself. The Duke of Gloucester, temp. Eic. II., 
likewise held the Forest of Dean by special grant. 

It was held however by the judges in the case of Sir Bichard 

Cromwell that although a subject could hold a forest and have 

courts of attachment and swanimote, he could not hold a justice 

seat to punish offenders without a special commission from the 

King ; he must bring an action of trespass at common law and indict 

the offender. 

Officers of the Forest, 
These were — 

1. The Steward or Chief Forester. 

2. The Foresters. 

3. The Verderers. 

4. The Eeguarders. 

5. The Agisters. 

6. The Woodwards. 

The Stewaixi, SeTieschallvs, Chief Warder, Otcsios, Chief Forester, 
Capitalis Forestarivs, for he is described by all these titles on the 
Eecords, held an office of great honour and authority. It was 
always held in fee by grant of the Crown. 

The Foresters were of various classes: the foresters in fee, 
Forestarii de feodo, held an hereditary office, and were mostly of 
knightly rank. Besides these there was the Forestarius equitans, 
Eyder or Eanger. These appear to have been appointed by the 
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King, and held their office for life* or during pleasure. Under 
the foresters in fee were an inferior class of forester whose duties 
corresponded to those of the modern gamekeeper. AU these offices 
were ministerial, and had no judicial functions. 

The Verderer, Viridaritis, was a judicial officer of the forest 
chosen by the freeholders of the county in full county court in 
the same manner as a coroner. He was sworn to maintain the 
laws of the forest, and to receive and enroll the attachments and 
presentments of all manner of trespass within the forest, whether 
of vert or of venison. 

The Reguarders were officers of the forest appointed by the 
King or by the Chief Justice in Eyre of the forest, and were always 
twelve in number. In the event of vacancies occurring by death, 
the Sheriff was ordered to cause others to be elected in the county 
court. 

The duties of the Reguarders was to keep a roll on which was 
written all the ancient assarts, wastes, and purprestures ; and on 
another roll, such as had been newly made since the last Regarcl of 
the forest. Accompanied by the foresters, they surveyed all the 
old and new purprestures made within the forest, valued them, and 
wrote them down on their rolls; they also surveyed the King's 
demesne lands and woods, and the waste in them by felling of 
timber, or by destruction of underwood ; also all fences, and whether 
they were according to the law of the forest. 

They also inspected eyries of hawks within the forest, inquired 
in whose woods they were maintained, and whether the owners 
were entitled to them by the law of the forest. 

They also inquired who kept bows and arrows, cross-bows, 
hounds, or nets or any engines to destroy game, or mastiffs unex- 
peditated within the forest. 

The roll thus made up was taken by them to the Swanimote, 
and affirmed by the Reguarders under their hand and seal, and they 
presented the same to the Justices in Eyre of the forest at their 
next session. 

Speaking generally, the Reguarders appear to have taken cog- 
nizance of every matter which was prejudicial to the forest, with the 

^ The Rangers were selected from the gentry residing on the boundaries of the 
forests : their principal duties being to driye back the wild beasts of the forest as 
often as they ranged out of bounds. They were also bound to prevent unlawful 
hunting like the other foresters. For these duties they receiyed a stipend and 
certain perquisites. 
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exception of trespasses against the wild beasts. The Reguard of the 
forest was made at intervals of four years. 

The Agisters were ojficers of the forest who received and 
accounted for the money paid for the herbage and pannage of the 
King's demesne lands and woods within the forest. Agistment was 
of two kinds : 1st, the herbage of the woods and pastures, and 2ndly 
of the mast of trees ; the latter was called pannage. The Agistors 
also presented trespasses done by cattle, and, assisted by the 
foresters, they agisted the King's woods and lands, t.e., they made 
the agreements with the inhabitants of the neighbourhood, by 
which the number of the swine to be fed, and the sums to be paid 
for them, were settled. As regards the ordinary pasturage, no man 
could agist his beasts within the King's forest but one who was 
an inhabitant of the forest, and had common appendant or appur^ 
tenant, by reason of his land lying within the forest. 

According to the Charta de Forestft, every freeman holding land 
within the forest could agist his own woods and lands, and take the 
pannage, but he could not agist goats without special license, as 
they injured the herbage. The time for agisting commonable 
beasts for herbage began fifteen days before Midsummer Day, and 
ended on Holyrood Day, i.c., fifteen days before Michaelmas Day. 

At Holyrood Day began the agistment of swine to feed on the 
mast. This lasted till the Feast of St. Martin ; the money received 
for this agistment was called Pannagium, a word which is used 
both for the feeding of the hogs and the money produced by it. 

A Woodward ( Wodewardus) was an officer of the forest, whose 
name denotes his duties : his charge was to look after the woods 
and vert. His insignia was a hatchet, which when called, he 
presented to the Chief Justice in Eyre of the forests. All the 
officers of the forest, including the woodward, had the power of 
arresting malefactors, secundum posse swam. 

Forest Courts. 

The Court of Attachment, the primary court of the forest, was 
held at intervals of forty days, whence it came to be called the 
Forty Days' Court. It dates from a very early period, for the Charta 
de Forest^ of 9 Hen. III. says, "Preterea singulis qiuidraginta 
diebus per totum annum conveniant forestarii et viridarii ad 
videndum aitachiamenta de forestd tarn de viridi quam de venationel' 

K 
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The object of this court was to receive the attacliments of the 
foresters and woodwards, and to enter them on the rolls of the 
verderers. 

The attachments of the forest were the same as those of the 
common law. A man might be attached either by his goods and 
chattels, or by pledges and mainprize, or by his body. 

The usual proceeding appears to have been, that if the foresters 
found any man trespassing on the vert of the forest, they might 
attach him by his body, and then cause him to find two pledges to 
appear at the next Court of Attachments. Upon his appearance at 
this court, he was mainprized until the next General Sessions or 
Iter of the Forest Justices. If he was found oflfending a second 
time, he had to find four pledges ; if a third time, eight pledges ; and 
if found offending a fourth time, he was detained in custody with- 
out bail or mainprize till the coming of the Justices. 

If a man was taken killing the deer or carrying it away, which 
was called heing taken vrUh the manner^ he could be attached by 
his body, and imprisoned until delivered by the command of the 
King, or the Chief Justice in Eyre of the Forest, or by the Chief 
Warden of the forest ; but no other officer of lower degree than the 
Chief Warden could set him free or admit him to bail in these 
cases. 

The Court of Swanimote, 

This court was the court of freeholders living within the forest, 
and was very similar in its constitution to the Hundred Court. 
In the same way as the chief bailiff of the Hundred presided over 
the Hundred Court, so the Chief Warden of the forest or his deputy 
presided in the Swanimote. A swein is Saxon for a free tenant, and 
mote in the same language signifies a court ; thus the Halimote 
was the manorial court, the Folkmote the burgess court, and the 
Portmote that of the port or haven. But the Chief Warden, although 
he presided at this court, was not the judge of it. The judges were 
the verderers, who were elected in full county; and associated 
with them, and acting in fact as a jury, were the Reeves, and four 

^ Any OTert sign of having been engaged in the kiUing of an animal within the 
Boyal Forest, such as blood on the hands or clothes, or being found in possession oi 
any part of a newly slain beast of chase, was technically called " being taken with 
the manner," and the phrase became proTerbial. Thus Prince Henry says to 
Bardolf, "Oh yillain! thou stolest a cup of sack eighteen years ago, and wert 
taken with the manner." King Henry lY, part I., act 2. 
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men of the townships contiguous to the scene of the trespass com- 
plained of. In fact, it may be said that the whole body of 
freeholders living within the forest were the judges, as in the case 
of the other courts of Saxon origin/ the fundamental principle of 
the Saxon jurisdiction being, as already explained in the introduc- 
tion to the Plea Rolls in these Collections, that the whole body of 
freeholders attending a court were the judges of it. An idea is 
prevalent that the forest laws were introduced by the Normans 
into this country, but this is clearly disproved by the name and 
constitution of the Swanimote, both of which are purely Saxon. 

The Charta de Forestal ordains that the Swanimote should not 
be held oftener than three times in the year, *' Nidhim Swanir- 
motum de cetera teneatur in regno nostro, nisi ter in anno ;" the dates 
were likewise fixed by the same charter. The first Swanimote was 
held fifteen days before Midsummer Day, when the agisters met 
together to fawn the deer ; the second court was held fifteen days 
before Michaelmas, when the agistment of the woods began ; and 
the third court on the Feast of St. Martin in November, when the 
agisters met to receive the pannage. All the officers of the forest 
had to appear at these courts, including the verderers, reguarders, 
agisters, woodwards, and *'de qudlibet villatd qiuituor homines et 
propositus^ 

All forest offences were presented and tried at the Swanimote 
but no judgment was given there, nor sentences awarded. This was 
reserved for the Justices of the forest at the next Iter. 

Justices in Eyre of the Forest. 

All the pleas of the forest were heard and determined before 
Justices specially assigned to hear the same by the King's commis- 
sion. These Justices issued their warrants to the Sheriff of the 
county and the Chief Wardens of the forests to summon before 
them on a certain day named everybody who held land within the 
forest, whether laymen o^ clerics, and four men and the provost of 
every vill within the forest, and from every town within the same, 
twelve loyal and honest men, together with all foresters, verderers, 
reguarders, woodwards, or other officials of the forest. The Sheriff 

> Manwood has, I think, muapprehended febe original constitution and pro- 
cedure of the Swanimote, and I have thought it best to follow the evidence of the 
Bolls in describing it. In later dajs he shows that the rerderers weie the sole 
judges in the Swanimote. 
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was likewise to make proclamation ia all fairs, markets, or other 
public places, that everyone who held franchises within the forests 
should appear on the same day to claim them, together with all 
those who had been attached for trespasses against vert and 
venison since the last Iter of the Justices, with their pledges and 
manucaptors ; and finally the Sheriff was oi-dered to be present in 
person on the same day with all his bailiffs to execute the process 
of the Court, &c. 

The function of the Chief Justice in E)rre was not so much to 
try offenders against the Forest Laws, as to fix the fines and 
punishments of those who had been previously convicted at the 
Swanimotes. At the Forest Pleas of 14 E. I., William de 
Wrottesley, who had been convicted by the Kinver Swanimote of 
taking venison fourteen years before, viz., in 56 H. III., obtained 
another trial on the payment of a fine of 20s. (see page ) ; but this 
is the only instance of the rehearing of a case before the Justice in 
Eyre of the Forests which I have met with on the Staffordshire 
Eolls. 

Vert and Venison, 

Vert, called in Latin Viridis, is every tree, underwood or bush, 
growing in a forest and bearing green leaves which may cover or 
i'eed deer. It is of two sorts, the over vert, or Jiaui hois, and the 
nether vert, or sotcs hois. Fern and heather were not accounted vert. 
Trees which bore fruit, such as oaks and beech, were accounted as 
special vert, and these could not be felled in any man*s freehold 
within the limits of a Royal forest except by view of the foresters 
and verderers. By the Ordinances of the Forest of the 6th year of 
Edward I., freeholders dwelling within a forest could not cut house- 
botenor haybote within their own woods without the view of the 
foresters. 

Venison, in Latin venatio, has a general signification on the 
Forest Rolls, and means the flesh of any animal taken in hunting ; 
but as among the common people nothing was accounted venison 
but the flesh of red and fallow deer, it gradually obtained its present 
special signification. Budoeus, the Monkish historian of the Art of 
Hunting, gives this old distich respecting venison : — 

" Non est inquirendum, unde venit venison 
Nam si forte furto sit, sola fides sujicit"^ 

^ Med wood translates it : — 

It is not to be inquired from whence Tenison cometh ; 
For if by chance it stolen be, 
A good belief sufficeth thee. 
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The monks were great receivers of stolen venison in old days. 

The beasts of forest were originally five in number, viz., the 
hart, the hind, the hare, the boar, and the wolf. The latter beast, 
however, was so destructive, it was excepted in the forest laws of 
Canute, and permission was given to kill them anywhere but in 
the Eoyal forests; if killed within a Eoyal forest, the offender 
was subject to a light fine, as a trespasser on the Royal chase, but 
to no other penalty. " Vulpes et litjn, nee forestce, nee veneris habentur, 
et proinde eorum interfedio nulli emendatione subjacet ; si tamen 
infra limites ocdduntur, fractio sit regalia cJutsecp- et mitius emen- 
datur'^ The story of all the wolves in England having been 
destroyed by King Edgar is obviously fictitious, for they are 
mentioned in the records for many centuries after the death of 
that monarch. 

The beasts of chase were also five in number, viz., the buck, 
the doe, the fox, the martin, and the roe. The male and female 
both of the red deer and of the fallow deer were accounted as 
different beasts in venery, owing to their having entirely different 
seasons : the season of the hind and doe beginning when that of the 
hart and the buck ends. 

The beasts and fowls of warren were the hare, the coney or 
rabbit, the pheasant, and the partridge. As the words in a grant 
of free warren are, "ita g%tod nulhis irUret terras Ulas, adfugaiidum 
in eis vel aliquod cajnendum quod ad warrennam pertinet" a charter 
of free warren would be rendered uncertain if it had not been laid 
down what were beasts and fowls of warren. 

The hart or stag is the /era regaiis or royal beast of the forest, 
and the penalty for killing it was originally very heavy, extending 
to the loss of life or members, until the reign of Henry II. That 
monarch substituted the penalties of fine and imprisonment for the 
barbarous enactments of his predecessors, and the Charta de Forest^ 
of Hen. III. ordained that " no man shall henceforth lose life or limb 
for killing the King's deer." 

In the language of the forest, a stag of the first year is called a 
calf. 

The second year a brocket. 
The third year a spayard. 
The fourth year a staggard. 
The fifth year a stag or hart. 

A hart Royal is a hart which has been hunted by the King and 
escaped alive. 
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A hart Boyal proclaimed, is a hart which has been driven out of 
the forest in hunting so far that he is not likely to return of 
himseK, and because ho has given such sport, the King causes 
proclamation to be made in all the towns and villages of the 
vicinity that no person shall kill or hunt him, and appoints men 
to look after him till he returns, or is driven back to the forest. 

The season of the hart began at Midsummer Day, and lasted till 
Holyrood, t.«., the 14th September. 

Foresters call the round roll of the horn next the head the bur 
the main horn is called the (earn, the lowest antler is called the 
brow-antler or bezantler, the next is called the royal, the next above 
the sur-rayal, and then the top. 

The season of the hind began at Holyrood Day, and lasted till 
Candlemas, i.«., from the 14th September to the 2nd February. 

The season of the buck is the same as that of the stag. A buck 
of the first year is called a fawn. 

The second year a pricket. 
The third vear a sorel. 
The fourth year a sore. 
The fifth year a buck. 

The season of the roebuck began at Easter, and lasted till 
Michaelmas. The season of the roe began at Michaelmas, and lasted 
till the Purification or Candlemas Day, 2nd Februarj'. The season 
of the boar began at Christmas Day, and lasted till Candlemas. 

Assarts, Purprestures, and Waste. 

An assart was a clearance made in woods, by which trees and 
bushes were eradicated, and the ground brought to tillage. Those 
who assarted lands within a forest paid a fine at every Forest Iter, 
which was calculated on the value of the crops grown on the land 
since the preceding Iter. Some of the assarts were allowed on the 
payment of this fine, in other cases they were ordered to be reduced 
again to forest 

A purpresture was any encroachment to the detriment of the 
forest, or which was hurtful to the vert or venison. It seems to be 
derived from the French pourjms. 

Waste (wasta) is the spoil and destruction in the coverts or 
pastures of a forest by the cutting down of trees or lopping of them, 
or by ploughing any meadow or grass land. 

All offenders who made assarts, purprestures, or waste, were 
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fined, and if the land was their own freehold, it was taken into the 
King's hands until the fine was paid. 

Dogs in a Forest. 

Every freeholder or farmer dwelling within a forest might keep 
a mastiff for the security of his house and goods, but such mastiff 
must be expeditated, i.e,, it must be mutilated by the removal of 
some of the claws of the fore foot. Greyhounds could not be kept 
within a forest except by special warrant. 

Fence Month ; 

called in Latin, the tempus vetitum, was the period of fawning 
(*'/o»nationi$*') of the deer. It began at fifteen days before 
Midsummer Day, and ended on St. Cyril's Day, fifteen days after 
Midsummer Day. During this month no kind of dog was allowed 
to go at large in the forest, and the driving of cattle or any other 
proceeding tending to disturb the deer was also forbidden. 

Enxilosures in a Forest. 

An enclosure in a forest must be formed, according to the assize 
of the forest, i.e,, parvo fossato et lassd haid, secundum dssisam 
forestcB. The assize of the forest was ruled to be in general terms 
that no man might enclose ground within the forest ad nocumentum 
ferarum. A man, however, may have a park within a forest by 
prescription or by grant of the King, but such a park must be so 
enclosed that the beasts of the forest cannot enter it, otherwise it is 
a forfeiture of the park. It is also a forfeiture if he makes a 
saltcUorium or deer-leap, for the nature of a park is to be completely 
and securely enclosed, and if it be so slightly enclosed that deer 
can get in, the owner of a forest may enter and take the deer. 

The sanatorium or deer-leap seems to have been a fence so 
constructed that the deer could pass in, but could not get back. 
These were absolutely forbidden within the Begard of a Eoyal forest, 
and it will be observed in the Pleas which follow that when the 
Bishop of Lichfield and Coventry claimed the right by prescription 
within Cannok Forest, it was disallowed^

Page of Ecclesale, and Edmond son of Geoffrey de Wyrleg, took a stag in 
the wood of Werleg without warrant on the Thursday alter the Feast of 
St. James the Apostle, 33 H. III. ; and because the said vills did not appear 
in full before the Justices, they are in nutericordid.

It was presented and convicted by John fitz Philip, the ciistos of the forest, 
and by Alan de Englefeld, Philip de Lotteleye, Henry de Morf, and Kichard 
de Eveneffeld, the verderers of the same forest, that Bichard de la Boruwe 
and other unknown men took a stag in the forest without warrant on 
the Friday before the Feast of St. Kenelm, 46 H. III.

He is therefore to be put in the exigend and to be outlawed if he did not 
appear. 

It was presented by the same and convicted that Bobert Hasteng, Gilbert 
de Waldingesfeld his squire, and Walter, who was a servant of the said 
Bobert at Chebbeseye, and John the clerk of the same Bobert, of whose 
surname further inquiry is to be made ; Adam le Parker, Benedict le Curly, 
and six others named, had entei'ed the said forest on the Wednesday after 
the Feast of the Translation of St. Thomas in the aforesaid year (46 'A. III.)

The following were also fined for making new assarts within Tetenhall, 
Adam at the bridge of Wystewyk, Thomas de Creye of Comptoii, William 
son of Marjery, Luke Attestoneof Tetenhale,Elyaa son of Simon, Richard de 
Clare, Elyaa le Chanoigne (the Canon), and William his son, Bichard de Bosco, 
Henry le Roer, Roger de Kronekwall, Alexander the forester of Compton, 
William le Cock of Compten, Henry le Carpenter, William at the spring 
(fimteni) of Wystewyk, Robert i la Grave, Aloitha the wido*, Alexander atte 
Orene, Walter de Wytwyk, and Osbert de Wytewyk. 



The wood of William de Overton, which is called Puttelich, was wasted 
{vtulaCui) both newly and of old, by Walter the father of the said WiUiam. It 
is therefore to be taken into the King's hands. The said William afterwards 
came and fined both for the old and new waste, and to have back his wood, as 
appears elsewhere.

It is presented and convicted by Tliomas de Weseham the Seneschall of 
the forest of Kanock, William de Bentlegh, forester-in-fee of the Bailiwick of 
Bentlegh, Walter de Elmedon, forester-in-fee of the Haye of Teddesley, 
William Tromwyne, forester-in-fee of the Have of Christlyn, and by Thomas 
de Thomenhom, Nicholas de Bedenhale, and John de Her\'ounvyle, verderers 
of the said forest, that Kichard de Loges, William de Sowe, and others un- 
known, took a hind and her fecon on the Wednesday after the close of Easter, 
46 H. III., without warrant, and carried the venison to the house of the said 
William at Eodbalston. Bichard appeared, and being convicted of it is com- 
mitted to prison ; and William was not attached, and could not be found. 
He is therefore to be exigatur and outlawed. 

Presentments for taking venison are made in the same form against Boger 
le Estrange and Bichard le Bole, the huntsman of John le Estrange, William 
de Belme, Bobert his brother, William de Tene, and William Chanselite. 

It is presented, etc., that James de Audedelegh, James his son, John his 
chaplain, and John de Coudray his esquire (armiger), with others unknown, 
took in the same forest, without warrant, on the Vigil of the Assumption, 
56 H. III. {sic)f two beasts, viz., within the Bailiwick of Bentlegh a buck, 
and in the Bailiwick of Gaule a stag ; and James with the said men of his 
household (cum familiaribus stm) is now in Ireland in the service of King 
Edward, son of the King. He is therefore to answer for it coram Rege, 

Presentments for taking venison were also made against William Tbiose, 
who was Bailiff of the Bishop of Chester, Ralph Pelle, the huntsman of 
Roger de Someri, Adam Huber, and William the Parker of Midelton, and 
Nicholas Wene of Doddeley. 

It is presented, etc., that Robert de Staundon, Ralph Pelle, Stephen de 
Boulers, Robert de Knytelegh, William his brother, Adam Huber, Jobin Don, 
Richard de Wemme, Walter Served, Henry de Bykerton, and many others 
who are dead, came with Ralph Basset, who is likewise dead, on Wednesday 
before Christmas Day, 48 H. III., and took ten does and three bucks, two 
hinds and a fecon, without warrant, and carried the venison to the house of 
the said Ralph at Drayton. And the Sciid Robert de Knystele and Richard 
de Wemme came, and being convicted, are committed to prison ; and the said 
William de Knystele is in Ireland with James de Aucielegh, and the said 
William Wodekock' and Robert de Staundon are in the Holy Land, therefore 
let it be respited as against them. And as regards the said Ralph Pelle and 
Adam Huberd, the Sheriff had orders above. And the Sheriff is commanded 
to produce Jobyn Don at Salop on the morrow of All Souls. And the said 
Stephen de Boulers, Walter Served, and Henry de Bykerton, could not be 
found ; they are therefore to be exigantur and outlawed. And Richard 
de Wemme is pardoned for the soul of the King, because he is poor and a 
minstrel {quia pauper et menestrcUlus est).

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It is presented, etc., that William Tolose, who was with the Bishop of 
Chester, Henry de Aumary, Ooh'n the Huntsman of Roger de Aumary, 
Jordan de Rewel, William Chansfelitte, William de Perton, John his brother, 
William son of Alan de Overton, Ralph de Bysopburi, Roger his brother, and 
John de Brunesford, who were residing at that time in Lichfield and Stafford, 
in the forty-eighth year of the reign, were customary malefactors of the 
King's venison in the said forest, with greyhounds, bows, and arrows. And 
they advocaveriuU se by Ralph Basset, so that no forester dared to attach 
them. And the said Jordan and Walter appeared, and being convicted ai*e 
committed to prison ; and the said William Ohanselitte, William de Perton, 
and William de Overton oame as is shown respecting venison in Kenefare. 
And John son {sic) of William de Perton, is now a monk at Wenlok. The 
Sheriff is therefore ordered to distrain the Prior of that place to produce 
him before the Justices on the morrow of All Souls. And the said John 
de Brunesford could not be found ; he is therefore to be exigatur and out- 
lawed. Henry de Aumary is now a Hospitaller, and in the Holy Land ; Colin 
could not be found ; he is therefore to be exigatur and outlawed. And the 
said Rali)h bailed his brother Richard {sic) to have him before the Justices 
on the Feast of St. Diouisius. Jordan de Rewel being brought out of prison,

It is presented, etc., that Richard de Loges, Richard de Pynlesdon, William 
de Knystele, John Mist of Wyrley, and Thomas de Wytinton, took in the 
forest on the Friday before the Feast of St. Bartholomew, 48 H. III., a 
cheverellum without warrant, and carried it to the house of the said Richard 
at Rodbaston. Respecting Richard de Loges and William, see above. And 
John Mist came, and being convicted of it, is committed to prison. And the 
Sheriff is ordered to arrest the said Richard and Thomas. John was fined a 
mark, for which Richard Atteyate, Robert de Esenington, and Robert Moul 
of Essington are sureties. Thomas Myst afterwards appeared and was com- 
mitted to prison. 

Presentments for taking vension were made in the same form against 
William de Hondesacre, Thomas de Bromle, Ralph the Baker of Wolvere- 
hampton, Robert Crune, Robert de Staundon, Richard de Pywelesdon and 
Henry Dyramak of Hoggenorton in co.

It is presented that William de Doddingeseles, junior, took a doe and a 
cheverel in the bailiwick of Oggele on the Wednesday after the Feast of the 
Nativity of the Virgin, 51 H. III., without warrant ; he did not appear, and 
was not attached. The Sheriff of Herefordshire is ordered to produce him at 
Salop on the morrow of All Souls. 

Philip Marmyon took a doe on the Wednesday before Christmas Day, 52 
H. III., without warrant.

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It is presented etc. that Ralph le Botyler, senior, passing through the baili- 
wick of Gaule with his household {cum familid Bud\ on the Sunday after the 
Feast of St. Michael, 53 H. III., caused four couple of greyhounds (lessas 
leporariorum) to run at a herd of doe. The Sheriflf is commanded to produce 
him at Salop on the morrow of All Souls. 

William de Hondesakre and Alexander de Hondesakre took in the wood 
of Bromle within the said forest, a doe, without warrant, on the Wednesday 
after the Epiphany, 53 H. III. William appeared as shown above ; and the 
Sheriff is ordered to arrest Alexander. 

Hamon le Strange, passing through the bailiwick of Teddesle on the 
Wednesday after the Feast of the Nativity of St. John, 53 H. III., took a 
buck without warrant, and carried it to his castle of Charteleye ; and the 
same Hamon took in the Haye of Chiselegh, on the day of the Apostles Peter 
and Paul, in the same year, two does without warrant. 

Gervase de Levedale, John Fige his servant, and William Hod, who is 
dead, coming into the Haye of Teddesle on the Wednesday before the Feast 
of the Translation of St. Edmund the Archbishop, 53 H. III., found a dead 
doe, and took it in a covered cart to the house of the said William ; and they 
skinned it there and divided it between them.

It is presented, etc., that William de Perton, William son of Alan de Overton 
William son of Hugh de Bosco, of Trymple, Ralph de Bysopburi, Roger his 
brother, William son of Hugh de Wroteslegh, William de Penne, John Sel- 
veyn, and John de Brunesford, are customary malefactors of venison {cormiefi 
malefactores de venatione) in the bailiwicks of Bentlegh and Oggele, and that 
they took three does without warrant in the bailiwick of Bentlegh on the 
Friday before Pentecost, 54 H. III., and carried them to the house of the 
said Ralph de Bysopburi, and there divided them between them. The said 
William de Wroteslegh now appeared, and being convicted is detained 
in prison ; and the said William de Perton, William, Ralph, and Roger 
appeared as shown above ; and the Sheriflf is ordered to arrest the said WiUiam 
de Penne. John and John are in the exigeiid, as appears above ; and the said 
William son of Hugh de Trympele held nothing by which he could be dis- 
trained ; he is therefore to be put in the exigend, William de Penne afterwards 
appeared, and being cenvicted, was put into prison ; and afterwards released 
for a fine of 20a., for which William de Bentlegh and John de Pendeford are 
his sureties.

Stephen de Halton and John his son, of Wodnesfield, have newly occupied 
three acres of heath of the fee of the Dean of Wolverhampton in Wondnesfolde, 
enclosed with a ditch and hedge to the injury of the forest and against the 
assize. They are therefore in misericordid and the fence is to be thrown 
down. They are fined As. each. 

Thomas, son of Matilda of Alrewych (Aldridge), has newly occupied an 
acre of the fee of Felicia de Barre and enclosed it with a ditch and hedge. To 
be thrown down. Fine 2*. 

John the Baker (Pistor), of Waleshall, had newly occupied an acre and a 
rood in the fee of William Mortein, enclosed in the same way. The fence to 
be thrown down.

M. 9. On the Waste made in the Woods of the Demesne Woods of the 

King after tlie late Pleas, by Gifts, Sales, Takings, or by conseTit of 

tlie Foresters. 

It is presented by the verderers, reguardors, as well as by other ministers, 
jurors, and vills of the forest of Kanok, that when Hugh de Evesham was 
riding forester for a long time for all Kanok under Thomas de Weseham the 

^ A mistake for Ebroicis, 
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Seneschal!, and durinc the time tliat William Cardon, and a stranger who 
was called Benedict the Forester, were foresters in the Haye of Aire was, 
a great destruction was made in the said Uaye, and that they sold by 
common assent 20 oaks, the value of which was 40d, each oak. 

That the said William cut down in the same Haye and carried to his 
house in Lichfield four oaks and more ; the value of the four oaks is a 
mark. 

And afterwards for the remaining time that William was forester, and after 
Benedict had been removed and Richard Wyz, of Lichfield, had been put in 
his place, these two sold from the same Haye twenty oaks, value 5 marks ; 
besides which Bichard took to his own use four oaks, of the value of 
one mark. 

And all the time that the said William was forester he had a cart with two 
horses drawing brushwood and timber from the said Haye to the town of 
Lichfield and elsewhere, viz., for two years and a half ; and more or less it 
may be computed that for each day he carried away a cartload, value 4fl?., the 
sum of which is £16 3s, 4d, 

An inquisition respecting the names of those who 'drew timber and 
brushwood from the said Haye with the permission of the foresters mentions 
Robert and the Carter of Elmhurst and twelve others. 

The rest of the membrane contains similar presentments and the fines 
levied upon the trespassers. 

M. 9 dorso. 

It waa further presented that Hugh and the others previously named 
during the time they were foresters were accustomed to stop all carts passing 
through their bailiwick with salt and other merchandize on the high roads, and 
to take for each cart 4d. at least in the name of chiminage, and for other 
carts 120?., and for some 2s. And this took place when the carts were not 
loaded with timber or brushwood nor anything from the forest, nor when the 
carters had committed any tres{>a88 in the forest ; and in this way they raised 
a large sum of money, of which the exact amount cannot be told. 

And the said Hugh and the other foresters were accustomed to compel 
those driving swine on the high roads in their bailiwicks to give pannage when 
the swine were not agisted in the woods of the King. 

And further the said Hugh took with him a certain clerk whom he said 
was the Clerk of the Justices of the forest, and made a view of dogs which 
were not expeditated throughout his bailiwick, and thus extorted a gi-eat sum 
of money from the men of the bailiwick unjustly, not being content with any 
mode of expeditation, saying, if the right leg was expeditated the left leg 
ought to be expeditated, and vice versd, and if all the feet were expeditated, 
saying falsely that this was against the assize and the tenor of the King's 
charter. 

It was presented that the Hayes of Alrewas and Hope was were much 
wasted since the last pleas, through the bad custody of the foresters and by 
their gifts and sales, because the foresters were frequently removed and others 
put in their place by the Seneschall, who took from each on his entering 
a great sum of money ; and besides this a yearly sum from each for the 
tenure of his bailiwick ; and the foresters could not pay these sums 
unless they permitted assarts and waste to be made in the woods of 
their bailiwicks, for which they took a large sum of money, to the great 
damage of the King and the destruction of his forest.

This membrane is entirely Mled both sides with presenttnents of new assarts 
within the Regard of Cannock^ made for the most part by small freeholders and

Pleas of Venison of the Forest of Kenefare. 

It was presented, etc., by John fitz Philip, the chief forester in fee of the 
forest of Kynefare, and Henry de Prestewode, forester in fee of the bailiwick 
of Aswode (Ashwood), and by Henry de Morf, John de Tresel, Henry de 
Haggeleye, and William de Evenefeld, verderers of the same forest, that 
John called the Hunstman ( Venator), of Thasseley in co. Salop, was passing 
through the wood of Chekhull on the Saturday after the Feast of St. Mathew 
the Aix)8tle, 56 H. IIL, with a bow and arrows, and shot {bersavit) a doe, which 
fell dead in the Haye of Shaspel ; and he departed and left the venison ; and 
he did not appear and was not attached. The Sheriff is therefore ordered to 
arrest him. He afterwards appeared, and was fined half a mark, for which 
Thomas Corbet of Tassele and Maddok de Kyrkote are sureties. 

It was presented, etc., by the same that Ralph le Wasteneys of Tykeshale, 
and Philip de Bar3aiton, the lord of Cratton (CVeighton), came with greyhounds 
and bows and arrows, into the forest on the Sunday after St. Hillar}'^, 66 H. IIL, 
and took a hind and a feccon of a hind, and carried the venison to the house 
of Adam de Shetewyde (Clietwynd), who is now dead. And they did not 
appear, and were not attached. The Sheriff is ordered to arrest the said Ralph ; 
and as the said Philip is in Ireland, the Sheriff is ordered to take his lands 
and tenements into the King's hands. The said Ralph is committed to prison, 
and afterwards fined 40«., for which Thomas Corbet and John de Wauton are 
sureties. Philip de Barynton was afterwards fined 40«., for which Robert de 
Stapelton, Knight, and Robert de Stafford, Knight, are sureties. 

It was presented, etc., by the same that William de Wrottesleye came into 
the forest on the day of St. Alphege, 56 H. TIL, and with grevhounds chased 
game {ferias) out of the forest, and took the venison and cai*ried it to his house 
at Wrottesleye without warrant. And William appeared and prayed that a 
verdict might be given by the reguardors of the forest, as well as by the 
foresters and verderers, and he gave 20^. for the above inquisition, for which 
Thomas de Creye, of Cumpton, and Robert Boffary of Penne, were sureties. 
The foresters, verderers, and reguardors say that the said William is guilty. 
He is therefore committed to prison, and w^as fined 20*., for which Waiter de 
Bissheburi and Thomas de Engleton are sureties. 

It was presented, etc., that Ralph Orville of Wolverenehamton came with 
othei-s who are now dead to the wood of Putteleye, and took a doe at one 
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time, and another time a roebuck {capriolum) alx)ut the Feast of the Epiphany, 
56 H. III., and carried the venison to the house of Nicholas Orville, who is 
dead. Balph appeared, and was committed to prison, and afterwards fined a 
mark, for which Warine de Penneand Richard Gerveyse of Wolvemehampton 
are sureties. 

It was presented, etc., that William de Wrottesleye, Hugh his brother, 
Nicholas de la Lude, and Thomas his brother, and William, son of Alice de 
Penne, came into the forest, viz., into the w^ood of Puttesleye, on the Friday 
before the Feast of St. James, 56 H. III., with bows and aiTows, and shot 
{hersavenint)ia\^ killed a stag, and carried the venison to the house of Alditha 
de la Lude, who is dead ; and they then divided the venison amongst them^ 
and the said William de Wrottesleye, Nicholas, and Thomas appeared and 
were committed to prison ; and William de Wrottesleye was bail to produce 
his brother Hugh before the Justices on the Sunday after St. Gregory ; and 
the said William son of Alice did not appear, and was not attached, and could 
not be found. He is therefore to be exigatur ; and because the vills of Over- 
ton, and Penne and Womboum did not fully appear, they are in misericordid ; 
and the said Hugh afterwards api)eared, and was committed to prison ; and 
William, son of Alice, also appeared, and is pardoned, owing to his great 
poverty. Nicholas was fined 20*., for which William de Penne, of Lutteley, 
and Bichard de Seysedon are his sureties ; and Thomas was fined 10«., for 
which Nicholas de la Lude and William de la Penne of Lutteley are sureties; 
and the said Hugh was fined a mark, for which Balph de Bisiieburi and 
William de Wrottesleye are sureties.

It was presented, ete., that Boger de Mortimer, who is dead, and Boger his 
son, and others of his household, came into the forest on the day of the 
Exaltation of the Holy Cross, and with greyhounds took tw^o stags without 
warrant. The Sheriff is ordered to arrest the said Boger. He was afterwards 
pardoned by the King by his verbal command {ex precepto suo ore tenus). 

It was presented, etc., that William de Wytyndon, at that time verderer, 
on the day of St. Nicholas, 1 E. I., Bobert Botfary, William de Overton, with 
others who are dead, entered the forest with bows and arrows, and killed a doe, 
and carried away the venison and divided it ; and that on the Tuesday after 
Palm Sunday, 1 E. I., the said William and Bobert Boffary, with Thomas, son 
of William Bleyk of Overton, entered the Haye of Aswode with bows and 
arrows fur the purpose of taking venison, and were there all day ; and towards 
evening in leaving the forest they were challenged by the foresters, who 
wished to attach them ; and they insulted the foresters, and at length 
through the darkness of the night they escaped. The said William and 
Bobert api)eared, and being convicted were committed to prison, and the 
Sheriflf was ordered to aiTest the said Thomas. Thomas afterwards appeared, 
and was committed to prison ; and Bobert was fined 40«., for which William 
de Alrewych and Warine de Penne are sureties ; and William de Overton 
was fined 5 marks, for which Balph de Bysseburi and William de Wrotesley are 
sureties ; and the said Thomas was fined a mark, for which John de Tresel 
and Warine de Penne are sureties. 

It was presented, etc., that Walter le Tayllur, who was with the Lady 
Anabel de Segrave, and now resides at Bretteby in co. Derby, and a certain 
William, the groom (^arcio) of the said Walter, shot at a stag in the field 
(carnpo) of Haleton, without the bounds of the forest, on the Wednesday before 
St. Laurence, 3 E. I., and the stag fled to the haye of Ashwode, and there fell 
dead ; and they afterwards came on the following night and carried away the 
venison to the house of the said Anabel, who is now dead. The Sheriff w^as 
ordered to arrest the said Walter and William, and as they could not be found 
they are to be exigantur. 
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It was presented that William de Wytynton had retained a greyhound 
which was found in the forest against the Assize. His sureties are Thomas 
de Lutteleye and Eichard le Marescal of Lutteley. 

M. 3 doTSO, 

It was presented that on the Monday in the week of Pentecost, 10 E. I., 
Roger de Somery whilst hunting in his chase of Baggerugge, which is within 
the forest of Canok, put up a stag with his dogs, which fled towards the 
forest of Kenefare, and Tliomas, son of Walter of Womburne, came up with 
bows and arrows, and shot the stag in front of the dogs, and it fell dead 
within the forest half a quarentene ; and the said Thomas and one Hugh de 
Sapy, of the household {familiaris) of the said Roger, who is now dead, 
followed the sta^ and drew it out of the forest into the aforesaid chase, and 
carried the venison to Roger's house at Swyneford, Roger being then at 
Segesleye, and the said Hu'gh knowingly (scienter) received the venison there. 
Roger appeared, and in consequence of the said reception of the venison is 
attorned to appear before the King at the next Parliament. A postscript adds : 
'* And because the said Roger did not satisfy the Kin^ respecting the aforesaid 
trespass, his fine is fixed at 200 marks, if it should so please the King {si 
placeat Domino Regi). 

It was presented that Greoffrey Burel, of Kynelet, in co. Salop, at the 
time he was with the Prior of Dudley, and a monk, knowingly received 
malefactors of venison at the Grange of Wodeford, and that on the Saturday, 
the day of St. Nicholas, 1 Edward 1., a hind was taken in the forest by certain 
strangers, whose names are not known, and was carted to the said grange 
during the night, and the venison was received there with his assent. The 
Sheriff is ordered to produce him and the present Prior of Dudley before the 
Justices. And it was testified by the verderers, foresters, and other jurors 
that this Prior was the third Prior from the one who was there at that time, 
and that he is not guilty of any reception of malefactors of the forest, nor did 
the Prior who is now dead know anything of the trespass of the said Geoffrey. 
Geoffrey was fined 10^., for which William Bustard and Thomas Burel are his 
sureties. 

It was presented that on the third day after the Feast of St. Giles, 
5 E. I., the Lord William de Valence, Richard de Vylers, and Geoffrey 
Acelyn (who is dead), his Knights, and John de Valence and William 
de Valence, sons of the aforesaid William, and Gerodyn Maryz and other 
strangers from parts beyond the seas, whose names are unknown, entered the' 
forest ; and the said William killed a buck with bow and arrow in the Haye 
of Assewode, and John de Valence his son killed a hind, and they carried 
away the venison where they pleased {quo voUbant). " Coram Rege " written

Pleas of Veniso7i of Cannock. 

It was presented and convicted by William Champynn, the attorney of 
Thomas de Weseham, who was Seneschall of the Forest of Canok, and admitted 
in his place in consequence of the debility of the said Thomas, and by Robert 
de Benetleye, the ciistos of the heir of William de Benetleye, the forester in fee, 
who is under age, and by Walter de Elmedon, forester in fee of the Haye of 
Teddesleye, William Tromwyne, forester in fee of the Haye of Chystlyn, and 
by John de Heron wyle, William le Champyun, Robert de Freford, and William 
de Tomonhom, who are now verderers, and by John de Engleton, who was 
formerly verderer, and who answers for his own period, and by Philip de 
Montgomery, who is now Seneschall of Canok : — 

That Ralph de Lymeseye, on the Friday after the Assumjition of the 
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Virgin, 56 H. III., came into the Haye of Alrewas and took a buck with his 
greyhounds, and carried the venison to his manor of Solyhull, in co. Warwick ; 
and Ralph did not appear, and the Sheriff is ordered to produce him at Lichfield 
on the morrow of tne Assumption. It was afterwards shown that Ralph had 
likewise set his greyhounds on a hind in the Haye of Hoppewas on the Thursday 
after the Feast of the Assumption, 66 H. III., but it was not known whether 
the hind was captured. Ralph was committed to prison, and afterwards fined 
40»., for which Roger Morteyn and William de la More are his sureties. 

That Philip de Marmyun, William de Hondesacre (who is now dead), John 
the Huntsman of Philip, and others of his household, came into the bailiwick 
of Alrewas on the Wednesday before the Feast of St. Peter ad Vincula, 56 
H. III., and with greyhounds took a young buck (sourum damy\ and carried 
the venison to Philip's house at Thomeworth ; and it was further presented 
that John de Vylers, who was then the Squire of Philip, and is now a Knight, 
and holds laud m co. Nottingham, and William the cook of Philip, took a doe 
in the Marsh of Esyngton in the week before the Nativity of our Lord, 
1 E. I., and carried the venison to Tarn worth. The Sheriff of Nottingham- 
shire is commanded to produce the said John de Yylers on the morrow of the 
Annunciation. John subsequently appeared, and was committed to prison, and 
afterwards fined 10«. William the Cook could not be found and is ordered to 
be put into the txigend. Philip to answer for the trespass before the Kin^ 
at the next Parliament, and if the King is not satisfied, his fine is fixed 
at ^200. 

That in the week after the Assumption of the Blessed Mary, 56 H. III., 
Henry de Pakynton, William de Molveton, Andrew Salveyn, who is now dead, 
and Henry his brother, hunted a stag within the Liberty of the Bishop of 
Chester, which he claims, viz., in the wood of Pakynton^ and followed it 
through the forest, viz., through the Haye of Hop was, as far as the water 
called La Bume, which is the boundary bietween the Chace of Sotton (Sutton 
Coldfield) and the said Liberty, and there it was captured ; and the venison 
was carried to the house of the said Henry de Pakynton. Henry had been 
attached by Adam Prymme of Pakynton, Adam de Wyrleye of the same, 
William son of Geoffrey of the same, Thomas son of John of the same, Robert 
son of Henry de Swynefen, and Adam le Roper of S'^Tifen, who are in miseri- 
cordid for not producing him on the first day, etc. Henry did not appear, and 
could not be found ; he is therefore to be exigatur. And Hugh de Tymmor 
and Philip de Montgomery were sureties for the appearance of William de 
Mulveton at Lichfield. And the said Henry is ill ana infirm, and he is there- 
fore pardoned for the soul of the King. William de Molveton afterwards 
appeared, and was committed to prison, and fined 20«., for which Robert de 
Stafford and Thomas Corbet are his sureties. John le Yenur afterwards came 
and yielded himself a prisoner, and he is pardoned because of his poverty and 
for the soul of the King. 

That John le Twynkler and John de Orreby, who were foresters in the 
Haye of Alrewas, Robert le Groe, of Alrewas, Henry the Clerk of the same, 
Alverd de Solvy, a Knight of co. Derby, Thomas the Sauire of the said Alverd, 
Robert son of John de Somervyle {Bastardiis\ with others who are dead, took 
a buck in the bailiwick of Alrewas on the Wednesday before the Feast of the 
Annunciation, 56 H. III., and carried the venison to the house of John de 
Somervyle, who is now dead. Robert le Gros and Henry the Clerk appeared, 
and were committed to prison ; John le Twynkler could not be found, and is 
to be exigatur J and John son of John de Somervyle was surety for the appear- 
ance of J ohn de Orrebv at Easter. The Sheriff of Nottinghamshire is ordered 
to produce Alfred and his Squire Thomas at Lichfield ; and the said Robert son 
of John de Somervyle could not be found. He is therefore to be exigatur, 
Alverd afterwards appeared, and was committed to prison. Thomas his Squire 
could not be found, and is to be exigatur. It was afterwards presented and

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convicted that Kobert de Mulveton was with tliem at the time the buck was 
killed. John de Orrebv appeared, and was committed to prison. Robert de 
Mulveton appeared and was committed to prison, and afterwards released for a 
fine of 20».y for which William de^Wytynton, Hugh de Tymmor, Thomas de 
Hulton, and Henry the Clerk of Alrewas are his sureties. John de Orreby 
and the others were fined 20s, each.

It was p]*esented, etc., that on the Thursday before Easter, 4 E. I., a certain 
buck was driven from the park of Brewode and followed by a greyhound, which 
caught it in the fields of Coven, within the forest ; and one Hugh de Pendeford 
came up, who is now dead, and took the greyhound away and retained it without 
warrant. And John de Pendeford, who was at that time a verderer of the 
forest, came up and caused the buck to be skinned and carried to his house at 
Pendeford, and shortly afterwards he sold all his land and other goods he had 
within the county, and went beyond sea and has never returned ;^ and as the 
said John was elected verderer by the Knights and others of the County 
Stafford, in full County, to faithfully serve the King in his office of verderer, 
ideo inde de eis loqitenaum. And the Knights and the Seneschall came before 
the Justices and asked for a day to be given to them to take advice and to 
answer for the same ; and a day is given to them at Lichfield on the Thursday 
after the Feast of the Annunciation. 

Kichard Bagod, of Scheneston, Hulle of Ogglelye, Elyas, who was a servant 
and reaper (messor) of Richard de Grendon at Scheneston, Svmon son of Richard 
de Tykebrom, and John de Morton, of co. Warwick, took a buck in the bailiwick 
of Oggeleye on the Sunday before Michaelmas Day, 4 E. I., and carried the 
venison to the house of Richard Bagod at Scheneston. Richard and Symon 
appeared and were committed to prison, and afterwards fined 20ff. Elyas and 
John de Morton could not be found, and are to be exigantur. 

William de la More, of Pencrych, Thomas his servant {sermens)y Robert 
Byseche, of the household of William, and who is now dead, and Richard 
Spark, of Wolgareston, took a buck with greyhounds on the Friday before the 
Feast of the Nativity of the Blessed Mary, 5 E. I., and carried the venison to 
the house of the said William at la More, where it was eaten (commesta), 
William appeared, and was fined 40s. ; Thomas, Robert, and Richara could not 
be found, and are to be earigantitr. 

It was afterwards presented and convicted by the verderers, etc, that on the 
Friday before the Feast of St. Barnabas, two mastiffs of the said William de la 
More put up {moverUnt) a doe, and chased it in the forest as far as the ditch of 
the said William. And William de Haluton, John son of Thomas Bagod, of 
Doneston, servants {senne7ites) and of the household (manupasti) of the said 
William, and Henry in la Sharper of Pencrych, killed the doe. And the said 
William de la More, by means of William Heryng his groom (garcio), Alan de 
Eton, his shepherd, and Adam le Whelp^ conveyed away the venison from his 
manor house (ctiria), as far as the more outside the curiae so that it might not 
be found within his curia ; and the doe was skinned on the following day, and 
the venison carried to the house of the said William, where it was eaten {the 
rest is illegible).

It was presented, etc., that on the morrow of St. Hillary, 2 E. L, John 
Giffard of Brumesfeld came with several of his household (familia)^ whose 
names cannot be ascertained, into the said forest, and set his greyhounds at 

^ John de Pendeford sold his manor of Pendeford shortly after this date to 
the monks of St. Thomas of Stafford. The above presentment of the Foresters 
of Cannook probably gives the reason of his expatriation and sale of his lands. 
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the King's game (feras), and took a doe without warrant, and carried it to 
Lichefeld, where uie said John stopped that night. The Sheriff was ordered 
to produce him, but afterwards the case was respited till the Parliament after 
Easter, to be heard before the King. 

It was presented that when the huntsmen of the King were hunting in the 
bailiwick of Gaueleye, 4 £. I., they put up a stag with their dogs and followed 
it as far as the park of Brewode into a wood there, and John de la Wytemore 
came up with a bow and arrow and shot at it, and it fled out of the forest as 
far as tne fish pond of the nuns of Brewode, and the said John followed it and 
dragged it out dead from the said fish pond (vivarium) ; and John Giffard of 
ChylTynton came up and stated he had pursued the stag and claimed the 
whole of it ; and they skinned it, and the said John took hsdf of it and carried 
it to his house, and the nuns of Brewode had the other half. As they are poor, 
they are pardoned for the good of the Kind's soul ; and although the said staff 
was taken outside the forest, yet it was the chase (chacia) of the King, and 
put up by his dogs within the forest, and taken in front of them against the 
assize. The Sheriff is ordered therefore to arrest the said John and John, 
who being convicted of the above were committed to prison. John de la 
Wytemore was fined 1 mark, and John de Chilinton (nc) 20s,

It was presented that the Foresters of the Haye of Bentley, on the Viffil of 
the Nativity of the Blessed Mary, found a mastiff which was not expedidated 
upon a beast which they killed, and he was a dog from the vill of Wyrle, 
wnere the dogs are not expeditated in consequence of the liberty claimed by 
the Bishop of Chester ; and William de la More who now holds the manor of 
Wyrle bemff asked of whom he held it, stated he held it of the King, with the 
exception of a virgate of land which was held of the Bishop. 

And the foresters, verderers and other ministers of the King stated that 
the Bishop claimed the franchise in question, but they did not know by what 
warrant, and that it was greatly to the detriment of the King^s forest, because 
the King's deer were so much pursued and disturbed by the mastifis of the 
said vill that they had no peace. 

A day is given to the Bishop to prove his warrant for this as well as other 
franchises. 

******** 

It was presented by John de Clynton, then Seneschall of the Forest of 
Cannock, and W the verderers, that a certain buck was killed by wolves in 
the forest in 9 E. I., and it was fat ; the foresters had it skinned, after it had 
been viewed by the verderers, and it was salted and handed over to the 
keeping of Roliert de la Putte, and the horns were given to John de Engle- 
ton to answer for the same ; and as he did not produce them before the Justices, 
he is in misericordid. And William Trumwyn aftei*wards took the venison, 
and consumed it in his own house, and now before the Justices — contradicting 
their own presentment — they stated that he did not consume the venison in 
his house, but gave it to the Lepers of Freford. The said William is therefore 
"ywie^tw," and John de Clynton and the other verderers who made the 
presentment are in misericordid, viz., John de Heraunvyle, William le 
Chaumpion, Richard de Freford, and William de Thomenhorn. 

Reginald de Ateberg of Wissawe, Joshua de Sotton, John Halard, and 
Henry Makeley, and John Russel of the same, are in misericordid because they 
did not appear to answer for eight dogs for which they were sureties, and 
which were taken in the forest followmg a deer from the Chace of Sotton 
(SuUon Coldfield).

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It was presented, etc., that Ralph de Bischebury at the time he wsus Biding 
Forester {Forestarivs equitans) under John de Clynton in the Forest (3 
Oanok, and Henry son of Robert de Bokyngham, his groom (aarcio\ were 
malefactors of Uie King's venison ; and that on the morrow of St. Margaret, 
HE. I., they set two greyhounds at a buck in the Haye of Gaueleye, but did 
not capture it ; and that they were in the same Haye on the Tuesday before 
the Annunciation, 12 £. I., with others whose names are not known, with 
bows and arrows, for the purpose of taking the King's venison ; and that a 
certain shepherd of Great Saraon saw them ; and the said Ralph shot a barbed 
arrow which wounded him in the arm. And Ralph appeared, and was 
committed to prison. Henry could not be found, and is to be (exigcUttr),

The King by his letters assigned Thomas de Bray and Peter de Lench, 
13 E. I., to enquire into the state of the Forest of Cannock at the time Philip 
de Montgomery became Seneschall, by the oath of the foresters, verderers, 
and other ministers of the forest ; and the King had handed the Inquisition to 
Roger I'Estrange the Justice of the Forests citra Trent to act upon it accord- 
ing to right and the assize of the forest ; and it was certified that Magister 
Adam de Botyndon, who held the custody of the heir and Bailiwick of 
William de Bentleye, had been guiltv of divers forest trespasses ; and the said 
Adam knowing he was accused of the same, had asked that the truth of the 
matter might be enquired into by the Justiciaries of the Forest at Stafford, 
stating that none of the officers of the forest nor any of the county accused 
him except Philip de Montgomery the Seneschall, William Tnimwyn, Walter 
de Elmeaon, foresters in fee, and William Champyun the verderer. And the 
verderors, reguardors, agisters, and other honest and legal men of the said 
forest, with whom were associated all the officers of the forest of Kynefare, 
bein^ examined respecting the transgressions in question, state upon oath that 
Magister Adam de Botyndon, 9 E. L, on a day which could not be recollected, 
tooK a buck in the Haye of Benetleye, and conveyed it in a cart concealed 
with timber from the house of Robert de Benetleye to his house in Botyndon ; 
and that the said Adam was at that time custos of the Bailiwick of the Haye 
of Benetleye by reason of his wardship of the heir of William de Benetleye, 
by the King's commission. 

And the same Adam, 11 E. I., took with greyhounds a buck between the 
Haye of Benetle and Prestwode, and carried it by night in a sack to his 
house in Pencrych ; and the said Adam took a buck in the wood of Essingdon 
near the red ditch, 12 E. I., and carried it away. And that Roger Walkelyn, 
Clencus, who was with Magister Adam de Botyndon, is a customary male- 
factor of venison in the King's forest with bows and arrows and greyhounds, 
and had taken a doe at Stanbumeford in the wood of Bromleye, which was 
received at the house of Nicholas de Bedenhale. 

And that the said Adam and his men at the time they were living at the 
house of Robert de Benetleye, for a fortnight before the feast of the Assump- 
tion, 12 E. I., took the King's venison in the Haye of Benetleye with two 
black greyhoimds and one r^, but how much they took cannot be stated for 
certain. 

And the said Magister Adam being convicted of the above was committed 
to prison. 

It was presented that Hugh de Tymmor was the receiver of Robert de 
Melveton, W illiam his brother, and of many other malefactors of venison, and 
consenting to their malpractices in 1 £. I. ; ana Hugh being convicted of the 
same was committed to prison. 
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William sou of the Parson of Alrewas killed a doe in the Bailiwick of 
Alrewas, 1 E. I., and carried it to the house uf John de Somervyle, who is now 
dead. He did not appear, and Kobert de Barre was his surety to produce him 
before the Justices at Lichfield at their first coming after Easter. 

It was presented that Thomas Corbet with others who are now dead 
entei*ed the Bailiwick of Alrewas 1 E. I., on a day which could not be re- 
collected, and took a fec(m of a buck, and carried the venison to his house at 
Bromleye. It was afterwards shown that the said Thomas had a precept 
from Roger de Qyfford, junior, then Justice of the Forest, to take a doe in 
the said Bailiwick, and his greyhounds had taken the fecon against his will, 
and that the said Thomas had sent the venison to Roger de Clyfibrd. He is 
therefore *^ quietus.*^ 

It was presented that Robert de Benetleye at the time he held the custody 
of the Bailiwick of Benetleye, and Thomas and John his brothers, had hunted 
and taken a buck in the garden of the said Robert, 1 E. I., and the same 
Robert, Thomas, and John and two of their grooms had taken four bucks in 
the Bailiwick of Benetleye immediately after the Feast of St. John, HE. I., 
of which Robert gave one to Margaret la Russe, and half of another was 
given to the mother of the said Robert, and the other half to the widow of 
William de Benetleye, the brother of the said Robert, and the other two he 
sent to his house at Radenovere for a feast he had at his coming into his 
church there. They were convicted of the same, and committed to prison. 

From Geoffrey le Wasteneys, Parson of the Church of Tykeshale, 40». for 
his transgression. His sureties are Sir William de Estafford, Sir Thomas de 
Ferrers, Sir Harry de Cresswcll, Henry de Cokton, and Robert le Marescal. 

It was presented that Ralph le Wasteneys, Nicholas de Huggeford, 
Parson of Stocton, and William son of William Chanselytor, had hunted and 
taken a buck and &, fecon of a buck in the Haye of Teddesleye on the Wed- 
nesday after the Feast of St. Peter and St. Paul, 1 E. I., and had carried the 
venison to the house of Thomas de Halton, who is now dead ; and that they 
are customary malefactors of venison. Ralph appeared, and was committed 
to prison. Robert Body was surety for the appearance of Nicholas before 
the Justices at Lichfield, and the Sheriff was ordered to arrest the said 
William. 

It was presented that Nicholas, Baron of Stafford, took a stag and a. fecon 
of a hind on the heath of Calnheth on the vigil of the Exaltation of the Cross, 
13 E. I., and Roger de Peccham and others who are unknown carried the 
venison to the house of the said Nicholas at Stafford. A postscript adds the 
said Nicholas appeared before the Justices at Huntingdon, and was convicted 
of the same, and because the King is out of the kingdom, before whom he 
should redeem his fine, because he held by Barony, it was put at 200 marks, 
n placeat Domino Reg-L 

It was presented that Richard Murel of Norton during the time he was 
forester in the Haye of Gauley shot a doe, 1 E. L, and carried the venison to 
his house at Rodbaston, which he had constructed out of wood which he had 
taken in the said Haye. He was committed to prison, and his sureties are in 
misericordid ; and as the said Richard was forester under William Trumwyne, 
who was at that time Seneschall, William is to answer for the same. Ricnard 
was afterwards fined a mark. 

It was presented that Sir Richard de Stretton keeps greyhounds, and is a 
customary malefactor of the King's venison in the Haye of Gauley, and that 
Roger de Boey the forester of the said Haye under Philip de Montgomery, 
consented to the malpractices of the said Richard. They both appeared, 
and were committed to prison. Richard de Stretton was fined 20«., for 
which William de Mora and Nicholas de Bedenhale are sureties. Roger was 
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fined half a mark, for which Philip de Montgomeri and Walter de Elmedou 
are sureties.

Meies and Bounds of tlie Forest of Cannok, and the Liberties claimed 

iyi the same. 

It is presented by all the foresters in fee of the forest of Gannok and by the 
foresters of Kynefare, and by all the verderers and a^stors of both forests, 
and by twelve jurymen, knights, and others who were joined with them, viz., 
John de Clinton, Robert de Knigtheleye, Thomas de Ferrars, William de 
Stafford, Richard de Lo^, Knights, Nicholas de Overton, John Paynel, 
Richard de Barton, William de Penne, William de Tottenhale, William de 
Overton, and Robert Sewale : 

That the ancient metes and bounds of the forest of Cannok begin at 
the bridge of Finchespathe, descending by the Thame river to Hoiebrok, 
and thence by the brook of Holebrook to the vill of Waleshale, and thence 
as far as le Bolestile, and thence to the water called La Bourne, and 
descending La Bourne to the high road near the Park of Drayton, and from 
that road near Watlingestrete as far aa the Thame river, and thence 
descending the Thame river to the Trent, and thence ascending the Trent as 
far as the Sowe river, and from the Sowe river as far as the river called 
Pencriz, and ascending by that river as far as the bridge of Covene, near the 
Park of Brewode, and thence by the road to Pendeford, and from Pendeford 
ascending by the middle of the Fossemor near the sichetum, as far as Ozefoixl, 
and from Oxeford to Wolvemehampton, through the middle of the vill, and 
from that road by the high road as far as the bridge of Finchespathe. 

Within these metes the Bishop of Coventry and Lichfield holds a part of 
the forest in the midst of the heart of the forest (in medio cordis forestcB)^ 
which is fifteen leagues {leucds) in circuit and moi'e, within which he takes 
venison at his pleasure at all times of the year, to the great destruction of 
the forest ; and there are within the same limits two forestera who formerly 
held of the King in capite by Sergeanty for the custody of his bailiwicks 
and woods ; and one of the Bishops, Alexander by name, had appropriated 
them to himself, it is not known by what warrant, except that King Richard 
had given to Hugh de Nonante, then Bishop of Coventry, the manors 
of Ruggeley and Cannokeburi, who held them during his time, but did 
not appropriate to himself the wood nor venison, nor did any of his 
successors before the time of Bishop Alexander. And King John had 
resumed possession of the said manors, and they were held by him and by 
King Henry until the Bishop Alexander in 13 H. III. had obtained from 
the King a confirmation of the grants which King Richard had made of 
the manors to his predecessor Hugh de Nonante, and he obtained the 
King's writs directed to Henry de Audithelega, then Sheriff of Stafford- 
shire, to put him in seisin of the manors ; and he then appropriated to 
himself tne covert of the forest of High Cannok {coopertum forestce de 
alto Cannok), as pertaining to the aforesaid manors, and commenced to take 
the venison there ; and at that time Hugh de Loges was Seneschall of the 
forest, and he and his men prevented the Bishop and his men from taking 
the venison as far as he could, and often attached them for a space of two 
years or more ; and the. Bishop excommunicated him for this cause, and by 
force and by his excommunication opposed the said Hugh, so that at lengtn 
Hugh could no longer resist him. And there was at that time a forester 
named Richard de Puteo who held of the King in capite a virgate of 
land in Ruggeley for the custody of his bailiwick, as nis ancestors had 
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formerly held it ; and for the f erm of his bailiwick he rendered yearly to 
Hugh de Loges the Seneachall half a mark, and the Bishop Alexander 
appropriated to himself the said service and bailiwick by force and by his 
excommunications. , 

And Bobert Tromewyne held a virgate of land in the vill of Cannokbury 
of the King in capites as his ancestors had held it before him, for the custody 
of his bailiwick, and the same Bishop had appropriated to himself the baili- 
wick by force and by his excommunications. Isfevertheless the said Bobert 
always held the said land of the King as William Tromewye now holds it, 
and renders a mark to the Seneschall of the forest ; but the said Bishop 
retained in his own hands the said bailiwick and the Haye of Ghistlyn, 
but King Henry afterwards recovered them by a suit at law ; and the jury 
say that the said Bichard de Puteo and Bobert Tromwyne and their 
ancestors always presented attachments of vert and venison for their 
bailiwicks before the Seneschall and verderers in the Swanimote of Cannok, 
and they were there tried and enrolled until the time of the Bishop 
Alexander, who withdrew them ; and nhi attraxit per vim, ut predictvmi est. 
At the time of mast (pewon) in the same bailiwicks, the King's agisters 
used to deal with the pannage, and levied it for the use of the King, so that 
neither the covert, nor the venison, nor the said bailiwicks belonged to 
those manors, until the Bishop Alexander had appropriated them an above 
stated. 

They say also that the present Bishop Boger had made a park in his 
wood of Heywode and two " saltatoria " (deer leaps '?), within the metes of the 
forest, to the great injury of the forest, it is not known by what warrant. 

And the same Bishop has a saltatorium a^inst the forest (versus forestam) 
in his park of Brewode, which adjoins the boundaries of the forest, to the 
injury of the said forest, it is not known by what warrant. The Sheriff 
is therefore commanded to summon the Bishop to appear to answer 
respecting the above ; and because the Bishop is infirm and weak, he 

5 rayed to appear by attorney, which is conceded, and in presence of the 
ustices and by his letters patent he constituted Bobert de Pype his attorney 
to win or lose, etc.

And the Bishop's attorney on being interrogated stated that the Bishop's 
predecessor had been enfeoffed by the predecessor of the King of the manors 
of Kannokbury and Buggeley, with all appurtenances, in wood and plain, 
etc. That the present Bishop had not made any appropriations to himself, 
but he had received seisin of his Barony from the Eling, and found his 
Church in seisin of the woods, with power of taking venison, etc. ; and he 
was not bound to answer except by King's writ nor without his Peers the 
Barons of England {sine brevi Domini liegis vel sine paribiis suis Baronibus 
Anglice). And a day was given to him on the morrow of the Ascension at 
Lichfield, in case he shouM have further to alledge. On which day the 
Bishops attorney appeared and stated nothing more ; and a day was given 
to the Lord Bishop to appear before the King at the Parliament which 
would meet at a fortnight from Michaelmas. In which parliament nothing 
was done in the matter ; and afterwards at the Iter which finished at the 
Feast of St. Katherine, the Bishop's attorney was asked if he wished to 
show anything else on the part of the Bishop, and he stated, nothing more 
than what had been stated previously. And because the Bishop would 
show no wai'rant for holding the woods and for taking the venison, except 
the appropriation of them by his predecessors, it is ordered that the said 
forest with the aforesaid woods of High Cannok, so far as concerns the 
vert and vension, should be taken into the King's hands, and the custody 
of them handed over to William de Tromewine and William de Puz, the 
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foresters in fee ; and the question of the soil of the said woods and the 
freedom from expeditation claimed for the vill of Wirley should be referred 
to be heard before the King in the next Parliament.* 

Membranes 9, 10, and 11 are the Pleas of Vert, and contain nothing worth 
noting.

Of newpurprestures in the King's demesne they say that William son of 
Elyas de Tettenhale, Richard Burdun, Henry the Dean, Richard de Clare, 
Thomas de Arleye, Robert de Levedale, Robert de Viridi (Green), and William 
Brydim had newly occupied four acres at Tettenhale of the King's fee, and

The Bishop acknowledged that his woods were within the metes of the King's 
forest of Cannock, but stated that King Richard had given to his predecessor Hugh 
formerly Bishop of Coventry the rills of Rnggelegh and Cannock, with the churches, 
Hundreds, etc., and all liberties pertaining to them, in the first year of his reign, by a 
charter which he produced. Be also produced another charter by the same King 
granting to the same Bishop that all his lords and vassals, and all the fiefs of the 
Church of Lichfield and Coventry, should be quit of all suits to Shire or Hundred, 
of the Sheriff's aid, and of all pleas of Forest, etc. {de placiti-g foregta^ de vcutis, 
assartisi et reward is forested). And he stated that since the time of these charters 
he and all his predecessors had held these woods free from all interference by the 
King's foresters, verderers, or other ministers until the last Iter of the Justices, and 
they had been accustomed to hunt and take in the same woods at will beasts which 
came from the King's forest. 

After some further proceedings and adjournments, the Bishop came before 
Parliament at Westminster at Easter, 18 E. I., and gave up to the King all his woods, 
etc., within Cannock Forest ; and the King of his special favour conceded and granted 
again to the Bishop the same woods, to hold in free and perpetual alms as his free 
chase for ever, ana so that it may be lawfid for him to enclose his woods and make 
parks in them at his wlU, so long as he and his successors made in them no " saltaries " 
or used nets to capture the King's deer (absque hoo quod saliatoria faciant in 
tisdem seu reehia haheani ad venaHonem Domini Begis capiendum) ; and for this 
concession the Bishop gaie to the King £1,000. 
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had enclosed it with a ditch and hedge. They are therefore in misericordid, 
and the fence is to be pulled down. It was afterwards stated by the 
foresters and verderers that the said land was within the fee of the Church of 
Tettenhale. And John fitz Philip and his foresters being impleaded because 
they permitted the said purpresture, stated that the Canons of Tettenhale 
averred that the land was of the fee of the Church of Tettenhale ; and they 
threatened the foresters with excommunication if they interfered by attach- 
ment; and that Walter de Dunmowe the Canon had impleaded in Court 
Christian, William son of Alexander, the King's forester, and had caused him 
much annoyance {eum male vexavit% because he had attached Henry son of 
John of Tettenhale for a trespass of vert. The Dean of Tettenhale and his 
proctor are therefore commanded to cause the said Walter to appear before 
the Justices to answer for the same. And he never appeared ; ana another day 
was ^iven to him to appear at Huntingdon at a fortnight from St. John the 
Baptist.

William Trumwyn, Esteyen (Stephen) de Elmedon, foresters in fee of the said 
forest, and in the presence of John de Heravile, Richard de Barton, and 
Robert de Wyston, verderers of the said forest, and by the oath of Robert de 
Estaundon, William de Mere, Geffrey de Gresleye, Johan le Wastenesy, 
Henry Mauveisyn, Henry de Cressewall, Huwe de Weston, Chevalers, 
WiUiame de Wrottesleye,* Robert le Hunte, Estevene de Wolaston, Richard 
Sprigonel, Michel de Morton, Henry de Alrewas, Robert de Somerford, 
Tnomas de Titnesovere, Robert de Sewalffeyldj Henry de Verdoun, Williame 
de Tymmor, Richard de Beckebury, Robert de Horseleye, Williame de Tamen- 
hom, and Johan de Cressewalle, who say on their oath that the King that 
now is hafl four hayes in the said forest beyond (dehors) Wattelingestrete 
towards the north viz. : — the Haye of Hopewas ; the Haye of Alrewas, the 
Have of Teddesleye, and the Haye of Gauneleye. The Haye of Hopewas 
with the forinsec wood (forein hois) commences at the river Tame at Caldeford, 
and then ascending Caldefordwey between the demesne of the King and the 
fee of the Bishop of Chester, thence to Pakynton Mere, and thence by the 
high way which goes to Lichfeuld as far as {dege») Tamworth, and thus 
descending the high road as far as the fork (fourcke*) of Hopewas, and thence 
by a footway {8e7Ue\ between the wood of Pakinton and the wood of Hopewas 
as far as Hyntismere, and thence to Lynwell, thence to Limbreuk, which is 
between- Hopewas wood andTunstaJl wood, and thence to the Tame, and then 
descending the river Tame as far as Caldeford at the place where the pur- 
ceynte first began. John de Hastinges holds the vill of Hopewas, together 
with the wood and the waste of the King within the said purceinte. 

The purceynte of the King's Haye of Alrewas with the forinsec wood 
of Alrewas and Bromleye commences at the river Trent at Wycchenore 
Bridge, and thence ascending the Trente as far as the Bridge of Yoxale, and 
thence ascending the Trent as far as Combrug, thence ascending a sichet 
between the wood of Kyngesbromleye and Hondesacre wood to Reynershaw- 
ing, and thence by the road as far as Foulbrouk, and then descending as 
far as Pipebrouk, and thus as far as Drubrouk, and thence to Marbrouk,

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descending as far as the Tame Biver, and then descending the Tame to the 
Trent, and from thence ascending the Trent as far as Wycchenovere Bridge 
where the purceynte first began. And within the said bounds of A 11*6 was, 
Edmund de Somerville holds the manor of Alrewas with its members, and 
part of the wood and waste, of our Lord the King ; and Thomas Corbet holds 
the vill of Kyngesbromleje w ith the wood and the waste of our Lord the King. 

The purceinte of the Haye of the King's demesne wood of Teddesleye, and 
of his demesne wood of Gaunelyee, including the vills and the forinsec wood 
commences in a place of Pencriz at Eton at a place called Stretwyle, and so 
descending the river of Pencriz as far as Springwell brouk, which is 
between the King's demesne of Teddesleye, and the liberty of the Bishop 
of Chester of the Barony of Hey wode, thence ascending Springewall brouk 
as far as Springewall, and thence to Cannok, and so by the high road as 
far as the ditch of Saint Chadde between the King's demesne of Teddesleye 
and the chase of the Bishop of Chester of Cannokoury and Rugeley, and so 
descending by a road called Fethersti as far as the Sholle, and thence descend- 
ing as far as Maresbrouk, and from thence to Watlingstrete, and descending 
the Watlingstrete as far as the river of Pencriz to Eton to the place caUed 
Stretwile. And within these bounds Hugh le Blund holds the viU of Wol- 
garston and Pencriz with the wood and me waste, of Johan Heosee. And 
Wautier de Elmedon holds the vill of Piiotenhale with the wood and the 
waste, of the Abbot of Burton : and Stephen de Elmedon holds the vill of 
Huntyndon with the wood and the waste, of our Lord the King ; and ths 
Dean of Wulvreneharapton holds the vill of Hatherdon with the wood and 
waste in free almoign together with the vill of K3mewarston, to the north 
of the Watling strete, of the gift of the Lady Wulverene ; and Adam de 
Otherton holds the vill of Otherton with the wood and waste, of Bichard de 
Loges. Bichard de Loges holds the vill of Bodbaston with the wood and 
waste, of our Lord the King ; and Wautier de Beysyn holds the vill of Eton 
with the wood and the waste to the north of Watlingstrete, of the Bai-ony 
of Stafford. Tliey say likewise that the bounds of Calonhethe commence from 
the other part of Watlingstrete towards the south, at the Stoniford, and from 
thence descending as far as Sarebrouk, and thence envalaurU Sai'ebrouk as 
far as the Stok Ok ; and thence to Everleye in Gauneleye (Gayley). 

They say also that of that part south of Watlingstrete, the King holds 
the Haye of Benteleye and the Haye of Christlyn in his hands. The pur- 
ceinte of the Haye of Benteleye begins at Wytheressawe, descending as far as 
Asuenegrene, thence to Benyngeshale brouk and thence to Dyridaies medewe, 
# ana thence ascending as far as the spring of the heie Shute, and so to Bug- 

geleye Yort, and thence descending as far as Whelsey, thence to Hay brouk, 
thence to Witteressawe, where it began. 

The Purceinte of the Haye of Chistlyn begins at Caldewallemore, thence 
to Haygate, thence by the road from Haygate to Somergate, and thence 
ascending by the Bedewey as far as the Blakeleye, and then by the Bedewey 
to the Great Blakeleye, thence to Horeston, under (»im) the great Blakeleye, 
and thence to Hostalmore, thence by a nciiet as far as Chistlyn wood, and 
thence descending by the wood of Chistlyn as far as Sarebrook near Whiten- 
hale, and thence ascending Sarebrok as far as the sichet by Caldewallemore, 
where it first began. 

\ And they say that the bounds of Oggeleye and of Prestwode on that side 

, of Watlingstrete towards the south commence at Bothsale, ascending Wat- 

, lingstrete as f^ as the sichet below Occumesleve which is called Bussisiche, 

ana thence by ^Y\e Bussisiche as far as Erchenebrug below Cleyhunger, and so 
ascending tk^ -j^^ bv Cleyhungermore as far as Wirleyesty below Cattes- 
lowe, as far -|^ ^*r ^ ^laKCstrete, and so descending by the valley which is called 
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the Greneslade, ajs far as the Small Thomes, and so descending by the high 
road in the valley between Aylondee and Whitacres, and descending as far as 
Cronebrouk below Hulton, and so by Lichesfeldeswey as far as Watling- 
strete. 

And they say that Eauf Basset of Drayton holds the vills of BoUenhull, 
Bittrescote, Faresleye, and Tunstall, with the appurtenances, of Richard 
Basset of Weldon, and they have been afforested since the time of King Henry 
fitz Empress. 

Rauf de Qrendon holds of the fee of Hu^h de Plescy, Overe Stonhale, 
Nethere Stonhale, La Lynde, Thomes, and CSestrefend, with the woods and 
wastes appurtenant, and they have been afforested since the time aforesaid. 

William de Alrewyz holds the vill of Alrewyz (Aldridge), with the woods 
and wastes appurtenant, of Felice de Barra, and they have been afforested 
since the time aforesaid. 

William de Bouwelis holds the vill of Russhale with the woods and 
wastes appurtenant of the Barony of Duddeleye, and they have been affo- 
rested since the time above stated. 

Roger de Morteyn and Margaret la Russe hold the vills of Blakeswych 
and Great Blockeswych, Shelfhull, Bermundescote, and Haworthyn, with the 
woods and wastes, in chief of our Lord the King, afforested since the lime 
above stated. 

Johan de Heronvill holds the vill of Wodnesbury and Walstwude, with 
the woods and wastes appurtenant-, of Hugh de Plescy, afforested since the 
time above stated. 

Johan de Bentleye holds the vill of Bentleye, with the woods and wastes, 
of our Lord the King, afforested since the time above stated. 

The Dean and Chapter of Wolverenhampton hold in pure and perpetual 
almoign, of the gift of the Lady Wulverene, the vill of Peleahale, part of 
Wylenhale, Wodenesfeud, Hulton, Fethereston, Gosebrok, La Hethe, and the 
Newebruge, with the woods and wastes ; and they have been afforested since 
the time above stated. 

Edward, son and heir of Phelip Bumel, holds the vill of Wormdon and 
part of Wylenhale and Tunstall in chief of our Lord the King by exchange ; 
and they have been afforested since the time above stated. 

The Prior of St. Thomas, near Stafford, holds the vill of Pendeford, with the 
woods and wastes, of the Barony of Duddeleye ; and they have been afforested 
since the time aforesaid. 

Richard de Marham holds the vill of Oxleye, with the woods and wastes, 
of the Barony of Duddeleye, afforested since the time aforesaid. 

Rauf de Bissebury holds the vill of Bissebury, with the woods and wastes, 
of the Barony of Duddeleye, afforested since the time above stated. 

Robert de Esnyngton holds the vill of Esnyngton, with the woods and 
wastes, of the Barony of Duddeleye, afforested since the time above stated. 

Johan de Mollesleye holds the vill of MoUesleye, with the woods and 
wastes, of the Barony of Duddeleye, afforested since the time above stated. 

Otvel Purcel holds the vill of SareshuU, with the woods and wastes, of the 
Barony of Stafford, afforested since the time above stated. 

William Trumwyne and Robert de Wyston hold the vill of Little Sardou. 
with the woods and wastes, of the Barony of Duddeleye, afforested since the 
time above stated. 

William de Pole and Wlades (Gladys) his wife hold the vill of Great 
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Bardon, with the waste and appurtenances, of Bobert de Estaundon, afforested 
since the time above stated. 

Bauf de Ck)yene holds the vill of Covene, with the woods and waste, of 
the Barony of Estafford, afforested since the time above stated. 

Edward, the son of Phelip Bumel, holds the vill of Brunesford, with the 
woods and waste, of the Barony of Duddeleye, afforested since the time 
above stated. 

Bichard de Loges holds the vill of Great Wyrleye, not afforested, of the 
fee of the Bishop of Chester ; but the woods and the wastes of the vill have 
been afforested smce the time above stated. 

Thomas de Darlaston holds the vill of Darlaston, with the woods and 
wastes, of the Barony of Duddeley, afforested since the time above stated. 

William de Fenne holds the vill of Gorsticote, with the waste, of the 
Barony of Duddeley, afforested since the time above stated. 

The Dean of Wulverenehampton holds part of the wood and waste in 
Hatherdon on the side of Watlmgstrete towards the south, afforested since 
the time above stated. 

Wautier de Beysyn holds part of the waste in Eton on the side of Watling- 
strete towards the south, afforested since the time above stated. 

And they say that the above-named vills, woods, and wastes on the side 
of Watlingstrete towards the south have been afforested since the time above 
stated ; and being asked why they know that the woods above named have 
been afforested since the coronation of Kin^ Henry, the n-eat-grandfather of 
the present King, they say they know it by the evidence of old people 
(aimciene gentz\ and by those who best know the truth of the matter, and oy 
perambulations previously made {par pwraUes avant fetes). Being asked what 
woods were afforested in the time of tnat King, they say they know not, but 
they were afforested since the coronation of the said King Henry. In testi- 
mony of which things the jurors above named have set their seals to this 
perambulation. 

The Perambulation of the Forest of Kynefare in the County of Stafford, 
made before Mon^ire Rosier Brabazon, Sire William Boutevileyn, Sire Johan 
Druwel, and Sire Henry de Guldef ord, Justices of our Lord the King assigned 
to make it, on theSaturday in the week of Pentecuste,28Ed. I. (14th June 1300), 
in the presence of Johan fitz Phelip, Warden (gardien) of the Forest, Richard de 
Prestwode, Forester in fee, Johan de Perton, Phelip de Lutteleye, and Waryn 
de Penne, Verderers of the said forest, and by the oath of Robert de Estaundon, 
William de Mere, Geffrey de Gresel, Johan de Wasteneys, Henryde Cresse- 
wall, Hughe de Weston, and Henry Mauveisyn, Chevalers ; William de 
Wrottesleye, Robert le Hunt, Estevene de Wolaston, Richard Sprigomel, 
Michel de Morton, Henry de Alrewas, Robert de Somerford, Thomas de 
Tytnesovere, Robeit de Sewallefeyld, Henri de V^erdoun, William de Tym- 
mor, Richard de Beckebury, Robert de Horseleye, William de Tamenhom, 
Johan de Cressewali, Johan de Tresel, Mestre Robert de Kyderminstre, 
Clement de Dunclent, Richard de Suttone, and Thomas de Lutteleye, who 
state that the bounds of the said Forest of' Kynefare begin at the water of 
Smethestall, and so descending by the Tresel water as far as the doit of 
Hinkesford, and thence ascending as far as the high road to Holebache, and 
then by the said road as far as a doit which is between the vill of Amelecote, 
and the vill of Kyngeswyneford, and then descending from this doit as far as 
the olde forde slw then ascending as far as the Ruggesende, and then 
ascending by » V^tp^^^ {sente) as far as the Croked Apeltre, and thus as far 
as Wolfeaw^^ ^xid then ascending as far as Feckebury, and so as far as 
BeefoJd, ^fj^^^Lc^ to Ovemaste mere, and then ascending as far as Wheldon

hulle, and thus to DurhuU, and then as far as Doune Coppe, and then 
ascending as far as Furslades, and then as far as Berkes medwe, and so 
ascending W Stour water as far as a hedge which is the boundary between the 
manor of Kynefare and Wolvardesleye, and then by the before-mentioned 
hedge as far as the wood of Kynefare, and so ascending as far as the Merehul 
under the Stonyhul, and then ascending as far as the Mere Ok on the Egge 
coppe, and so descending to the high road which goes to Kideminstre, and 
then across (entravers) this road as far aa Kyngesfordes mere, and then 
between the meres of Kynyngford and Kynefare as far as the boundaries of 
Arleye, and then between the bounds of Kynefare and Arleye as far as the 
bounds of Kommesleye, and then as far as Stonemonnesleye, and then 
ascending by the lane {veTielle) as far as Hevedyord. which is as far as 
Depedale, and thence to Rommere, and then descending by a ticket as far as

And they say that the vills of Nether Penne, Overton, Tresel, and Seysdon, 
Wombume, ana Swyndon, and a part of Humeleleye (Himley), a part of the 
land of Kingeswyneford, a part of the land of Amelecote ( Ambiecote), the vill 
of Wolaston, a part of Swynef ord, of Pebbemor, of Hageeleye, of Brome, the 
vill of Chirchehull, the vill of Wennorton, a part of Yeldentre, of Chaddesl^ 
of Hurcote, of the waste of Kyderminstre, the vills of Dunelent, Hetheye, and 
the vills of Wolvardesley, Kynyngford, Arleye, Evenesfeud (Enville), Morf, 
and Lutteley, Bobjmgton, with the wood and the wastes and the appurtenances, 
have been atforested since the coronation of King Henry the great-^andf ather 
of the present King. In t^timony of which things the jurors above named 
have set their seals. 

Up to this point the perambulations are in French, the following Precept 
by the King is added in Latin :-
